REPORT. 


To the Seventy-third Annual Council of the Diocese of Western New 
York:— 


Your Commission on Apportionment met at the call of the Bishop 
at the See House, December 2nd, 1909, for the purpose of apportioning 
to the various parishes and missions their respective parts of the 
$14,300.00 which the Board of Missions apportioned to this Diocese. 


After a thorough canvass of the entire subject, it was decided that the 
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rate of apportionment shall be seven per cent. upon those parishes and 
miss:ons whose total parochial expenses for the past year have been 
less than $2,000.00, and that it should be eight per cent. upon the 
parishes whose total parochial expenses have been $2,000.00 or more for 
the past year. And that the seven parishes of the Diocese whose 
parochial expenses have been $5,000.00 or more, be asked to make an 
effort to add to their apportionments the following amounts, in order 


to make up the apportionment upon this Diocese of $14,300.00, as follows: 


From Buffalo: St. Paul’s, $200; Trinity, $200; St. Mary’s, $100; 
Ascension, $50. : 

From Rochester: St. Paul’s, $150; Christ Church, $150; St. Luke’s, 
$100. 

Your Commission respectfully urge upon the clergy and laity of 
the parishes and missions to make earnest efforts to raise the amounts 
apportioned them. And they suggest some such definite plan be pursued, 


such as that recommended by the Board of Missions. 


These are the reasons which lead your Commission to adopt the 


plans stated, the rates and amounts named: 


(a) It is believed if some definite and concerted action be taken 
in all the parishes and missions of the Diocese, better results would be 
obtained. 


(b) It is the best judgment of your Commission that the stronger 
parishes are better able to raise their apportionment, and are asked to 
raise a larger percentage, to which, in the case of the seven stronger 


parishes, additional amounts can in fairness be asked of them. 


(ce) That the amounts apportioned the Dioceses by the Board of 
Missions are only such as are absolutely needed to carry on the work 
of the Church; and that any failure to raise the amounts asked causes the 
Church’s work to suffer.

The Finance Committee have examined the reports presented to 
them, namely, the Report of the Treasurer of the Parochial Fund, the 
Report of the Treasurer of the Diocese, and the Report of the Christmas 
Fund.

Your committee believes that the investments by the Trustees are care- 
fully and judiciously made.

Bishop's Annual Hododress. 


Reverend Brethren of the Clergy, and Brethren of the Laity : 


After seventy-two years of life as a Diocese we come to- 
gether, today, for our seventy-third Annual Council. Into a 
beautiful Church, in a thriving city, at a holy season, I wel- 
‘come you. May your deliberations be profitable and your 
labor useful. We will all pray for the guidance of the Holy 
Ghost, and endeavor by His merciful grace to perform the 
sacred work which He, of His goodness, has given us to do. 


Hecrological 


There are not so many names to write upon our necrological 
tablets this year as in many twelve-months past. There is one 
who has gone forth from the Church Militant whose record 
has made its life hallowed and splendid. We love him for his 
work’s sake. We honor him for his trueness and devotion 
and sublime consecration. As a captain in the Master’s army 
we are his, and he is ours—one—brothers in the holy family of 
our God. 


To speak his name is to have recognition from all of a 
high hero, and one of the Lord’s martyrs. I refer to Rt.-Rev. 
William Hobart Hare, D. D., Bishop of South Dakota, son 
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of a learned priest of this Church, and nephew of .two others, 
and grandson of the great Bishop Hobart, Diocesan of Western 
New York, as well as the other parts of this State, ninety-nine 
years ago. Few men have endured more, and suffered more, 
than he for the Master’s cause, in this American Church. For 
thirty-three years, as their Bishop, he pleaded and labored in 
the interest of the American Indian. His sympathy and effort 
brought thousands of those brown-skinned brothers of ours to 
Holy Baptism and to consistent living and working in the 
Church of God. The story of his sacrifice and service, should 
it ever be written, will be a more thrilling and picturesque 
one than even that of Bishop Whipple, who is called ‘the 
Apostle to the Indians.’’ The exposures to storm and bitter cold, 
the discomforts and privations, the long, hard journeys under 
most trying conditions, the struggles with the suspicions of 
the ‘‘red-man’’ regarding the sincerity of the ‘‘pale-face,”’ 
the coarseness of frontier life, and the indifference to religion 
of early settlers—these were factors entering into his life of 
every day which demanded discretion, courage, fortitude, pa- 
tience and God’s grace. And these were his in large measure. 
They came of prayer, humility, a refined culture, a brave man- 
liness, and the presence of the Holy Ghost in the heart. He 
was a Churchman, clear and simple. What else could he be 
with such an ancestry? He was a ‘‘Prayer-book Churechman’’ 
to the letter—not beyond it, not above it. It spoke to him his 
duty—and the duty of others under his supervision—as to 
teaching and worship and ceremonial. The idiosyneracies and 
whimsicalities of ritualism had no charm for him—but the 
contrary. He saw in them individual ecaprice, uncatholic prac- 
tice, law-violation, exercise of private judgment and disobedi- 
ence to authority. Nor had the laxity and denial of the ‘‘anti- 
traditionalists’’ or of the scientific doubt in clergymen any 
sympathy from him. He believed and therefore he was the 
preacher of the unadulterated Gospel of the Lord Jesus Christ. 
He believed in his office, and so. spoke manfully against novel- 
ties either of ceremonial or doctrine, whether on the right or 
on the left. He was a sane, safe, sober Churchman, and so the 
best type of Christian. , | 
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Bishop Hare was my next-door neighbor when I was in 
North Dakota, although we were. six hundred miles apart. 
And, in such a land of magnificent distances, we naturally 
seareely ever saw each other on our own territory. In a few 
particulars our work overlapped, and so I was able to learn of a 
beautiful, painstaking, self-sacrificing, godly living and labor- 
ing on the part of that brave servant of God. 


Is it known to those here present that a time came when 
the strain of labor and the awful exposures of those cold, wild 
winter days which confronted him at times on his journeys, 
broke him down bodily? In compassion and with a profound 
sympathy and affection, the House of Bishops asked him to 
lay down his burden for a year, and go to the more gentle 
climes. He was at first disinclined to leave his poor, troubled 
and tried flock. But when it was proposed to him—the Mission- 
ary District of Japan being then without a bishop—to visit 
that land and learn the conditions and needs there for the 
better information of the General Church, he consented so to do. 
It was work. Such a true laborer was unwilling to be out of 
the traces for any prolonged period because he had given himself 
to the Master for full service. I know very many such in my 
own diocese. They would serve the Lord of the harvest until © 
His harvest-time comes. Then, and not till then, the rest. 


Bishop Hare went forth on his tour. He was the one 
man fitted for it. And it was.a blessing to the Church that 
he went. I say he was the best representative that this Church 
could send on such a mission. He was, as you are aware, the 
General Secretary for Foreign Missions before he was elevated 
to the Episcopate of South Dakota, during several years. Con- 
ditions there were, as a consequence, familiar to him in part. 
The Japanese, in their new ardor for Christianity, were bent 
on an ecclesiastical independence that would, without doubt, 
have tossed them in wreck on the rocks. He-landed among 
them, journeyed hither and thither, preached and ministered 
to them in other ways, held councils with one and another con- 
gregation, encouraged the clergy, spoke the American Church’s 
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sympathy for the people, and promised moral and material 
support. The gentleness in him, the manhood of him, the godly 
spirit pouring forth from him, simply won their hearts. A 
erisis was met, a sane victory was won, and a great Christian 
enterprise was held secure, anchored at the Rock, made more 
surely Christ’s. The report which came to the House of 
Bishops of this holy man’s discretion and success was so thrill- 
ing that immediately, by unanimous voice, they besought him 
to go back to Japan and take that great Mission under his care. 
It was honor, elevation, a more gracious field, a kinder climate, 
and less financial anxiety that was offered him. I shall never 
forget t 
cured—standing alone with nearly one hundred of his Right- 
Reverend Brethren grouped around him, with bowed head, 
emotion overwhelming him, and tears flowing. The confidence 
of his brethren and their sympathy and their enthusiastic com- 
mendation of his work, unmanned him for a time. But in a 
while he came to himself, and then in a powerful speech of 
gratitude to his brethren for their merciful consideration and 
their great confidence in him, he gently declined, saying: ‘‘No! 
I cannot leave my poor Indians. They know me and I know 
them, and they lean on me for defence and guidance. I must . 
not forsake them.’’ And so he took up the burden again, an 
enfeebled man with a lion heart. His last years were years of 
suffering and impairment of strength. But he worked on nearly 
to the end, and died with a blazing hope irradiating life at its 
close, and a faith in King Jesus, and His holy Church that 
never flickered nor grew dim. 


From our own family hearth of the Diocese none of our 
reverend brethren have gone to the Home Beyond. 


I am not accustomed in these memorial pages to go outside 
the borders of the Episcopate, or of the Diocese. But I feel that 
a brief allusion to one who was a leader in our House of Depu- 
ties of the General Convention, and who has gone to his rest, 
labor here ended, will not be out of place. You recognize his 
name, REV. WM. R. HUNTINGTON, D. D., Rector of Grace 
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Church, New York. His remarkable and beneficent work 
wrought in the centre of that busy hive, touching the life for 
their betterment of thousands in all classes of life, will live 
for long years to come. The orator, the preacher, the debater, 
the administrator, the pastor, the teacher, he was possessed 
of all the qualities that made a successful ministry, and gave 
a dominating influence for good to his parish and in his own 
ministrations. His modus operandi was not sensational, but 
effective. His pulpit gave forth a genial Gospel; but was not 
destructive. He preached large salvation, but he taught the 
destroying power of sin. Faith was reality with him, not hazy 
platitudes. He could present in vivid color a pardoning Jesus 
and a merciful plan of salvation, but he could, too, denounce 
with resounding speech the evils of the day in the world of 
business—manifest in oppressive capital or in tainted gain— 
and he could hurl from his pulpit a flaming thunderbolt into 
the face of that feminine craze ‘and vice of the time—bridge- 
whist—when need arose. His was a rounded career and a com- 
prehensive work. Grace Church is strong for ameliorative and 
social enterprise and for educational and industrial uplift, for 
literary culture, and for dignified worship among masses of 
the people because Dr. Huntington heid the helm for so many 
years. He hath wrought a good work for the Redeemer, and 
the trail of ight that streams bright from his sepulchre shall 
cheer and give hope to ages of struggling ones seeking Jesus. 


We will now engage in our ustial devotion, beginning with 
the Nicene Creed. | 


Our Mother, the Church of England, is sorrowing today, 
and the nation is standing in grief by the side of a bier. We 
Churchmen will sympathize with them. The dead King was 
the Church’s friend, and regularly attended its worship, and 
had honor for and gave honor to the good men in chief places. 


And for the Queen Dowager and the bereaved family we 
will have our genuine sorrow, and our prayers ‘shall ascend for 
them in their bereavement. 
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Clerical Salaries 


First, and pre-eminently among the subjects I would bring: 
before you is that of salaries for the clergy. I need not descant 
upon the expense of living and the high cost of the common 
necessaries of life in this abnormal day. The press is confront- 
ing us in able editorials and opening their columns constantly 
to the rational and hearty discussion of a condition which seems 
a riddle to our political economists and our philosophers and 
our statesmen beyond solution. I do not pretend to present any 
argument touching the ‘‘why and wherefore of it all.’’ I 
know of the fact as it seriously concerns many of my reverend 
brethren and their families. I know it to be a grave issue with 
them. Some who were of us—and were very dear—have gone 
from us to other posts, not for lucre’s sake, but because outgo 
and income were not abreast here. They have left us with 
profound regret; but family comfort and the sense of obligation 
to keep debt from the door, constrained their action. We have 
parted from them with sorrow. 


Am I not correct in saying that there is not a member of 
this Council who will not confess that nearly all the salaries 
of the Diocese are too inadequate in view of these costly days? 
Is it not true that your pastors, brethren of the laity, find a 
difficulty in ‘‘making both ends meet’’ in connexion with the 
household concerns? This being true, there are more anxious 
hearts and seamed brows in many rectories than formerly. 
Economies, I know, are practiced as never before. The simple 
luxuries of the past for many a clergyman’s family are cut off. 
Household drudgery—the kitchen, the laundry, the prose ele- 
ment of the dining-room—these are the factors in the country 
or village rectory; nay, of many a city home that engross the 
time and make toil for wife and daughters of our pastors who 
have taste and talent for higher pursuits, mental and spiritual. 
Not that those of whom I speak spurn womanly, wifely or 
motherly household cares. J am speaking not of clergymen’s 
wives, of the suffragette or the new-thought type, or of the 
woman’s club devotee class. No! I am speaking of the whole- 
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some, matronly, gentle women who have the fear of God before 
their eyes, who possess the culture of a sound education, who 
have the gentle graces that are the adornment of womanhood. 
The servant to lghten the burdens of the household and to 
relieve from the coarser toil that chafes and narrows higher 
taste and aspiration, is a rarity in the country parsonage of our 
day. High wages and scarcity of the help precludes. The 
pleasant ideal which young ministers and their brides framed 
at the outset of their career for parish life—so full of devout 
purpose, of affectionate plan, of generous sympathy toward the 
flock—is too frequently the shattered dream only. The grind 
of each day and the very treadmill monotony of coarse care 
“make life a dull, dead level. Better support from the laity 
wou'd dissipate the clouds, and the sweet vision of the old life of 
the English country parson would be realized. George Herbert 
would not then have spoken in vain,and Trollope’s Cathedral 
stories would seem more realistic for this generation. 


But I am not speaking in this strain simply to be the mere 
essayist on this subject. I would bespeak action in this behalf. 
The Diocese of New York has taken steps to remedy this condi- 
tion. A committee was appointed some time ago to report upon 
the subject of the inadequate support of the clergy, and to 
present practical suggestions for the cure of this serious distem- 
per in the Church. The result was this. After long and careful 
study of the whole subject the committee offered the following 
resolutions, which were adopted : 


First. No Church shall be admitted into union with the 
Convention which is not “‘self-supporting.’’ 


Second. The name of canon is ‘‘Of the Admission of a 
Chureh as a Parish into Union with the Church in this Diocese 
and maintaining such Union.’’ Its provisions are that it shall 
pay to its rector, so long as it shall remain in union with the 
Council, in regular monthly or quarterly installments, a salary 
of not less than $1,500 per annum, or a salary of not less 
than $1,200 per annum with the additional provision that a 
suitable residence shall be secured or a reasonable allowance in 
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lieu thereof. This was the adopted resolution in the case of a 
married clergyman. But the minimum proposed for one un- 
married is $1,200. So have the Church people in our Mother 
Diocese of New York shown their appreciation of their obliga- 
tion to those ministering in holy things. It is a good action. It 
is just dealing. Surely, a priest of the Church of God is 
entitled to the wages of a house-carpenter or a glass-blower or a 
locomotive-engineer ! ‘ 

But in this matter let our motto be ‘‘facta, non verba.’’ 
May I not hope that before this Council rises tonight, a com- 
mittee will be appointed to consider and report upon this vital 
subject. So may we learn and do our duty to God’s ambassa- 
dors here on earth. 


Here I leave the matter, recognizing, however, that it is 
one of the most important and practical subjects with which 
we have to do. None of my reverend brethren have asked me 
to speak on this topic to you. It is self-prompted. Their deli- 
cacy hinders and forbids. 


In this connexion may I suggest that the offerings «cu 
Thanksgiving Day, which, by Canon, are for the personal use 
of each rector, be increased. So a genuine and practical mani- 
festation of your gratitude to God for his loving merey and 
watchful care over you will be shown forth, and hearts in that 
rectory of yours that are sometimes very anxious and eare- 
laden will be made glad. 


Official 


My last report of Episcopal labors to this Council showed 
an increase beyond that of former years. But today I come 
to you, in many particulars, with a larger record. My thank- 
fulness goes out warmly each day to my Heavenly Father for 
two, among great blessings, that have been mine in the twelve- 
month past. First, for the great comfort of a robust health 
to do my work without hindrance. Second, for the cordial help- 
fulness and hearty welcome, almost universally, from the mem- 
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bers of my flock, clerical and lay, on the occasion of my visita- 
tions. I have met this year, as last, nearly all the vestries— 
there were two exceptions, I regret to say again—and have held 
with them pleasant conversations on matters of common inter: 
est. These communings with the representatives of the parishes 
do me good, and I find a pleasant emulation stirred as we turn 
our thoughts to the general concerns of the Diocese or of 
neighboring churches within this county or that. Larger interest 
in and devotion to the high concerns of the Church of Ged 
is my aim to stir as I go hither and yon in my visitations among 
you. It was my privilege to receive into the Lord’s Kingdom, 
by Holy Baptism, five persons during the year. I officiated at 
one marriage and at two funerals. The corner-stone of one 
church was laid by me, and I dedicated three sanctuaries and 
consecrated two whose debts had been entirely paid. Two me- 
morial services at the unveiling of tablets in churches were 
held by me, and one organ was dedicated for the glory of 
Almighty God. Three hearings in matters ecclesiastical and 
clerical have been held by me, and one service of de-consecration 
in connexion with a church disused for Divine service has beer 
sclemnized. Two persons have been ordained to the 
Diaconate and one to the priesthood. I have appointed 
one committee of investigation, and held seven interviews with 
committees and individuals on subjects of moment, and presided 
at nine meetings of the Missionary Boards, and held seventy-one 
conferences other than those with wardens and vestrymen on 
my visitations. It was an agreeable duty to be present at five 
social parish meetings during the year, and join with pastor 
and people in their happy reunions. I had the privilege of 
taking part in three examinations of students in theology, and 
of meeting with and addressing the De Lancey Divinity School 
on two occasions. I have presided at eighty-five meetings in 
connexion with our organizations, our Church institutions, and 
other interests. I have held ninety-five different confirmations 
and 1,312 persons have been received through the laying-on of 
hands to the higher blessings of the Church. It has been my 
privilege to officiate at 185 services of Morning or Evening 
Prayer, to preach 143 sermons, and to deliver 161 addresses in 
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the course of the year. So the Episcopal duties are tabulated. 
They give the outline map of labors. The filling in of details: 
would add many more pages to this report, with which I will 
not weary you. Sufficient be it to say that the real interests of 
each parish are very dear to the heart of the Bishop, and 
especially is he glad when his personal influence or aid can be 
employed for the advantage of any of the congregations com- 
mitted to his care. While it may call for his time and may 
stir anxiety, yet he is ready for tne burden—as he ought to be. 
But he must beg of his people, clerical and lay, not to ask him 
to settle or to discuss—even though briefly—any matter of 
moment over the telephone. That modern appliance, is_ the 
bane of his life, and often the merciful comfort of his life. But 
in grave matters, or even some of a lighter character, the per- 
sonal interview is essential, and the See House door is open to all 
who will honor him by calling. It is now, as in the past; no 
person ringing his door-bell is refused an interview. In all the 
years of his Episcopate, now more than a quarter of a century, 
he has never declined to receive one person who has called upon 
him, and he has never been confined in a sick room in all that 
time, inaceessible to anybody, thank God. Brethren, the latchet 
of the See House door is hanging out to you all always. Of 
course, the visitations are in the way of my being always ready 
to receive calls. They carry me hither and thither in the Diocese 
more than two-thirds of my time, probably; but I am sometimes 
at home, and often have the pleasure of sitting down at my own 
table, and have a delight in welcoming others there also. The 
purpose of these remarks is to accentuate the higher advantage of 
personal interviews with the Bishop in Church matters, and to 
state the pleasure it is to him fo see his brethren under his own 
roof. 


General Missiots 


The subject of General Missions, and of our Apportionment 
as a Diocese, is one that I must again bring to your attention. 
You may have become weary of the re-iteration, but at the peril 
of being thought monotonous on the subject, I feel constrained to 
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give earnest utterance anew. I recognize the difficulty experi- 
enced in many parishes because of the other claims confronting 
them—and which are just—in rising to the measure of duty 
here. But nevertheless it should be the aim steadily to increase 
our endeavors in this direction. I think it will be admitted by 
the clergy, as a well-attested fact, that a congregation which is 
alive to the interests of the Church’s Missions and gives gener- 
ously therefor, is sure to be true to its own work and liberal 
in its support. The larger-heartedness which can be vividly 
mindful of others’ needs cannot be blind to the home wants. 
The parishes and missions which in their modest proportions 
and their moderate—as to numbers—clientelle, find it an unceas- 
ing problem ‘‘to make both ends meet’’ in their own household 
economy, will, not withstanding, learn that the narrowness which 
shuts the eyes to the divine work of extending the Lord’s Kingdom 
cannot pay in the end, but will have a cramping and shrivelling 
influence within its own borders. As we give we discover in- 
variably a larger power of giving in us.. We learn that that word 
of Holy Scripture is true: ‘‘There is that scattereth and yet 
inecreaseth, and there is that withholdeth more than is meet, and 
yet it tendeth to penury.’’ 


Of course, we all recognize the continual and increasing 
devotion of the women and the youth of the Church in this 
behalf, and we thank God that their helping hands and hearts 
have achieved so much for our Master’s Kingdom. But we want 
the men also—each in his own place—to labor and give. It will 
be remembered that at our Council in Rochester, a year ago, in 
my Annual Address, I tried to urge the men of this Diocese to 
awaken to their solemn obligation in the matter of extending the 
Kingdom. Allow me here to quote myself: 


‘«There is one string of the Church’s harp that I must keep 
sounding in your ears, brethren, I fear, until these pulses cease 
to beat. It is our Mother’s call to help in its general mission 
work. Our apportionment has not been met. We are lacking, 
I think, forty per cent. of the total sum asked of the Diocese. 
This is a grave deficit for us. Of course the amount assessed 
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is a large one; and we are not a wealthy section of this rich 
country, and in rural parts, as we all know, the Church is not 
as strong, in proportion, as in the great cities, nor can it ever 
be so. The reasons are obvious, I need not recite them here. 
Ours is, to a good degree, such a rural diocese. Our people 
generally are comfortable, not opulent. Fixed charges for house- 
hold sustenance absorb much of the income of the families. Sur- 
pluses for the duties beyond, are meagre. The toiling farmer 
or small trader of the country village cannot build up the vast 
fortune that is within the power of the speculator or the factory- 
owner or the venturesome merchant of the city to accumulate. 
These are our limitations. 


‘*Nevertheless our duty in this behalf is not performed as 
it might be—as it ought to be. Some parishes indeed—and 
those generally not among the richest—have met the request 
of the Board of Missions, and have raised the full sum appor- 
tioned them. On inquiry, I learn that such results have only 
been achieved through persistent energy and firm belief in, 
and strong enthusiasm for Missions on the part of the rector, 
and sometimes a few other zealous disciples willing to join 
him and labor with him in the sacred work. We have made 
some better progress in the road toward accomplshing our 
purpose in this behalf during two or three years past; but it 
is slow growth, as only some of the parishes have increased their 
offerings. Others remain on the dead level of years ago, appar- 
ently uninterested in the hundreds of millions of human souls, 
that need the comfort and the hope of Christ’s tender Gospel; 
apparently feeling no responsibility for the extension of that 
Church in the world, when daily they are uttering at home and 
in the sanctuary that petition which the Saviour puts upon their 
lips in His own inimitable prayer ‘Thy Kingdom Come.’ Are 
these words unreal when we speak them? Is this a speech of 
insincerity for some of us, as we recite the Lord’s Prayer? 
What do we mean when we use them? It is with shame that I 
feel constrained to call attention to the fact that the Journal of 
the Diocese shows that some parishes have not taken one offer- 
ing throughout an entire year for the hallowed work of Missions 
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carried on by this Church in foreign countries and in our own. 
There are some churches where, according to the record only 
pennies of the dear children or perhaps the needlework of faith- 
ful women solely represent the gifts of the people for the 
extension of our Lord’s Kingdom on earth. All the income 
of the parish in these cases seems to go to the support of home 
interests and for ecclesiastical luxuries and to the payment of 
Diocesan costs. Such a policy makes a very narrow, selfish 
Church. Nay, it is unchristian, however devout the parishioners 
may be in their worship, or however costly the appurtenances 
of their adorned altars may be. There is a voice of hopeless 
and oppressed and sorrowing and miserable and ignorant . 
humanity calling for deliverance and for help up to better man- 
hood and higher light. Shall we continue to ‘pass by on the 
other side?’ I trust not, I pray not. 


‘During my visitations of the last Autumn and Winter and 
this Spring it has been my privilege, in accordance with the 
request made by me in the list of my visitations, to have a 
pleasant meeting and conference with the vestries of the different 
parishes. At these genial meetings with the vestries, in most 
instances, I referred to the fact that the men of the Church 
seemed not to have the interest which a sound Christian character 
ealled for, in the great cause of Missions. I urged, as I urge 
here tonight an earnest study of this important and hallowed 
subject. My reverend brethren, your rectors, can furnish litera- 
ture on the subject, which if you peruse carefully will lead you 
to conclude that one of the most romantic and tragic and beauti- 
ful stories of the day is the record of the mission-work of God’s 
Church. I wish many of those who are within the hearing. of 
my voice could have been present at those great gatherings in 
London last June and July which brought before the eyes of the 
people there some romantic figures and heroic giants—the peers 
of the greatest confessors and self-effacing martyrs, which have 
glorified humanity and regenerated and redeemed the world. It 
was the Bishop of Keewatin here or of Uganda there, the black 
Bishop of Western Equatorial Africa in one place or of the 
Melanesian Islands in another. And there were our own brave 
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missionary prelates, the Bishop of Alaska and of Southern 
Brazil and of Japan. ‘To listen to their human story of suffering 
and work and anxiety and triumph was to have the pulses 
quickened and the heart roused to fresh interest in, and zeal for, 
the cause of God among the people who know not a Saviour. 
Men of the Church, I beseech your interest and your prayers 
for missionaries and missions in a more generous degree than 
ever before. Parochial success, and Divine blessing on your 
work, and household, and life, will not be decreased as you 
open out your heart with a brother’s love toward those in the 
dark, whom the Redeemer longs to have as partakers of His 
ehh? 


Again, with such words would I, by God’s help, move you, 
my brethren. But I would not be one-sided in this matter, as 
has been the case in recent pleas of a certain movement. Our 
own land needs a shaking. Vast numbers of people in these 
United States need the Missionary as well as the natives of the 
Dark Continent or of the Flowery Kingdom, or of the Farther 
East. We must not forget these last, or ignore them. But we 
must remember, too, those who are “‘bone of our bone and flesh 
of our flesh,’’ the sturdy settlers of the West, of so many of 
whom we may say that they are ‘‘living without God, and have 
no hope in the world.’’ And, too, we must remember our own 
‘‘dark continent’’ with its twelve or fifteen millions of the 
eolored race, or more—human beings for whose spiritual care we 
are responsible. Little have we accomplished among them. 
Little do we aim to do for them. They are not as picturesque as 
the transcendental mystics of India, or the almond-eyed 
materialists of Japan or China. But they are God’s gift to us, to 
guide and to instruct in the way that leads to life eternal. And, 
too, need I turn your eyes to that other trust committed to our 
hands—the new empires of the Pacific Ocean with their polyglot 
and multi-racial millions? Them we must remember and must 
help. They are under our own flag. Patriotism, brotherly love, 
eall us to care for our own family. So I again leave the subject 
for your earnest thought and endeavor, my brethren. Let us 
heed the beckoning finger of our partners which are in the other 
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Ship that is near; but, too, we will not close our ears to the far 
ery of Macedonia to come over and help them. 


De Veaur College 


De Veaux College and its interests come before us this year. 
What shall be its future is a problem of some moment. The 
determination of that question is this Couneil’s responsibility. 
And the gravity of our obligation in this behalf is one worthy 
of our study. 


As an institution it is achieving what is possible under exist: 
ing circumstances. But its power is straightened and its results 
too limited. We have a maximum of expense with a minimum 
of fruit. This worries the consciences of some of us who are 
your servants in administration of its affairs. This inadequacy 
of outcome is not a fault which les at the door of the Board of 
Trustees or of the Head Master. They are practicing economies, 
minimizing outgo, conscientiously and painstakingly handling 
their sacred trust. But their hands are bound with steel manacles. 
A bequest and a Court’s decree, based on conditions of two 
generations ago, have cramped and narrowed where larger policy 
would have conduced to wider and richer beneficence and ef- 
ficiency—and that without impairment of capital or increase of 
outlay financially. 


The history of De Veaux College is not familiar to many 
who are today members of this Council. The problems knit 
with its life are therefore unknown to them. About fifty years 
ago a devoted layman of the Church in. this Diocese, Judge 
De Veaux, bequeathed lands and money for the erection and 
endowment of an institution to be devoted to the education and 
eare of orphaned and needy children. The work was given into 
the hands of a Board of Trustees chosen by On under ae direc- 
tion of this Council. 


In due time, after the probate of the will, those who were 
constituted trustees performed the duties assigned them by the 
testator. The College was reared, the students admitted, the 
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teaching corps secured, and year by year a good record of work 
was shown. In course of time an addendum came—and ad- 
ditional students were admitted who paid for their education 
and support. After awhile the members of this body, in part, 
opposed this new arrangement, and so the enlarged scheme had 
its friends and its foes, and these had warm blood on both sides. 
Battles royal, I am told, were waged in this Council for many 
a year. At last a resolution was passed about fourteen years 
ago—not ‘unanimously—but by a very meagre majority, to close 
the doors to ‘‘pay pupils’ for a period of five years. The 
number of students was thus reduced from the neighborhood of 
sixty to about twenty-five. As a consequence, great yawning 
voids give us dull echoes that depress and sadden as we traverse 
those empty halls. After a period of six years had passed I 
endeavored to awaken the interest of this body in behalf of the 
re-opening of the closed department. The matter was earnestly 
discussed and referred to the next Annual Council. It was then 
determined to carry out the proposal of returning to the former 
conditions with the requirement that consent be obtained from 
the Court so to do—in other words, that a correct interpretation 
of the will be judicially determined. Such action was taken by 
the Trustees, and the judges on two benches decided against our 
proposition. But when the case reached the last Court of Appeal, 
out. of five justices sitting two claimed that equity and justice 
required a re-opening of the College to a larger usefulness. The 
three other members of that Court opposed such action—as I 
understand it—barely on the question of a rigid interpretation of 
the will. So there was only a majority of one against us, and 
that on what may justly be called a technicality—an important 
one indeed—but one which I firmly believe, could the dead hand 
of that noble benefactor stretch forth from his tomb, would be 
blotted out in a twinkling. The testimony that comes from many 
who knew Judge De Veaux, leads me to be assured that his 
large-minded purpose and his far-reaching vision led him to long 
for a development of this Foundation which he laid, to a useful- 
ness that should be plenteous and rich to the largest degree. 
Obedient to the Court’s decree the Trustees of the College kept 
its doors ‘closed to this day for all others than Foundationers. 
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The income from the estate permits us to care now for only 
twenty-two boys. The hearts of some of us are sick at the thought 
that so few may be partakers of the benefits of such a benefaction 
when at least forty more could be housed and trained beneath 
its roof. So two-thirds of its space is unutilized. The teaching 
corps, the class-rooms, the campus, the dining-room, the chapel, 
the dormitories, the kitchen, the study-rooms, the library, the 
reception rooms are adequate to the use of more than sixty boys, 
and we have now only twenty-two. There are on our list today 
twenty-five applications for admission. These will have to 
**wait for dead men’s shoes,’’ or until one or another graduates 
or for some family reason goes forth from us. We are practicing 
a stern economy. Reference to our reports—spread in full as to 
financial administration upon the pages of the Journal of this 
Council annually—will demonstrate that to any who reads. 


What shall we do? An increased endowment would help to 
fill those vacant rooms, and to secure education and uplift and 
sympathy for those twenty-five orphans who are knocking 
anxiously at our doors—children of the Church are they—our 
little brothers and sisters, my brethren. Or we could by an Act 
of the Legislature open the doors again to pay pupils, and out 
of our profits secure funds sufficient to provide for one pro- 
bationer with each three boys of the other class. 


Our charge would be between four hundred and five hundred 
dollars for each boy, and our record of the cost of each Founda- 
tioner, kept accurately for at least six years past, shows that a sum 
abundantly adequate for the care of one orphaned boy would 
result from the fees of three who paid. | 


In view of these facts the ‘‘Old Boys,’’ a corporate title 
adopted by: the graduates of De Veaux, have given large con- 
sideration to the conditions and needs of their Alma Mater, and 
propose to bring before you a draft of a bill for the Legislature’s 
adoption, for which they will ask the sanction of this House. Its 
purpose is so sane an@ simple, and it so absolutely and remorse- 
lessly safeguards all the property and all the endowments, while 
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at the same time, it so enlarges the scope of our College for 
beneficent endeavor that it appeals to my, head and has won my 
heart. 


The draft of the proposed statute had the entire sanction 
of counsel on the opposing side in the trial of the case, and 
commended itself to him as settling righteously the matter of our 
responsibility in the administration of our trust. He felt—TI 
refer to Judge Potter who died in Lockport a short time ago— 
that Judge De Veaux had a larger vision than the bald terms 
of the will implied, and that a richer usefulness, such as this 
proposed bill contemplates, was his desire and his hope. And so 
he himself gave help in the preparation of the new statute. 


I now heartily commend the action desired by the ‘‘Old 
Boys’”’ of De Veatx to your careful consideration, and I trust. 
the result will be a consent on the part of this Council to that. 
action, because of its reasonableness and its helpfulness and its 
righteousness. 


General Convention 


The coming General Convention has an abounding interest 
for us all. <A triennial ‘‘gathering of the clans’’ for mutual 
conference and help has, as I think, its healthy and its dubious 
features. It is useful to the Church, as a whole, to learn in such 
Councils its weak intrenchments as well as where its foundations 
of strength lie. It is well to hear the old man’s dreams and to 
have the young men’s visions rehearsed in our ears. It is good 
at times to learn our defects and our neglects as well as to take. 
courage in our triumphs and our growth. We need occasionally, 
as a Church, the whip and the stimulus to stir us -to new 
endeavor, to force us to larger outlook as to the concerns of the 
Kingdom within our own boundaries, and in the populous realms. 
beyond the sea. The yearning for a healthy Christian Unity. 
should glow in our hearts. The possibilities of larger hfe and 
new enterprise in the Church, and for the Church, should be. 
struggled for with an undying zeal. ‘‘Christus et Ecclesia’’ 
should be the inspiring watchword with us, as with the Apostle. 
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So, the General Convention is power and works wisdom and 
achieves righteousness. But when ’prentice hands venture the 
forging of new and untried armor; when iconoclasts with irrey- 
erent spirit, like Uzzah of old, dare to handle the Ark of God; 
when semi-loyalty would blur the lmes or break down the wall 
which parts us from those who are not of us; when novel devices 
and fresh patents are devised for the promotion of federation 
where there can be no peace; when Quixotic social theories or 
novel industrial whims are forced into the religious endeavors of 
such a body; when political enthusiasts or partisan hobbyists 
drive their notions into the current of our legislation for God’s 
Holy Church, when legislation which would relax the hallowed 
marriage-bond or break down the doors of an Apostolic Church 
for the entrance of the high priests of a host of modern cults; 
when alterations in the hoary standards of the Church or new 
interpretations of God’s Word through fanciful or strained trans- 
lations, or doubting disciples and critics are thrust into the arena 
of discussion by witching words and disloyal, ardent eloquence, 
then the General Convention becomes to a degree a peril, a 
menace. The anxieties of godly men are awakened today as such 
possibilities loom up before the eyes, defiant, demanding, 
destructive. 


What loyal Churchman can look with any sort: of joy upon 
the outcome of Canon XIX. What disunity among brethren it 
has stirred, what bitterness of speech, pro and con, has charac- 
terized the discussion of it! And cui bono? Christian unity, as 
I study the world, is farther away than ever. Artificial plat- 
forms and unnatural compromises and forced legislation will 
never weld together the fractured members of the dismembered 
Body. There is one unity and one life. And that is in the 
Catholic Church. Or what pride can any true man feel in the 
last legislation of this Church on the remarriage of the divorced. 
It virtually makes official pronouncement on the integrity of a 
text of St. Matthew regarding which scholars are entirely apart. 
It makes moral, by a stroke of the pen, the remarriage of those 
who have violated God’s law, and have broken their solemn oaths 
one to another. It compels Bishops, against conscience some- 
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times, to authorize and legalize unholy unions which even some im 
the worldly world refuse to honor. I say unhesitatingly that 
the present law, from my standpoint of right, is a worse Canon 
than we had before. It pronounces as to the morality of such 
re-marriage by clearly directing it, instead of casting cloud and 
doubt upon it as before. And note, that it is law of this Chureh 
chiefly by the action and persuasion of the laity. Again and 
again in the past, Bishops and clergy have urged and entreated 
in behalf of the stricter legislation. 


And now, let me consider with you some of the subjects that 
the General Convention will undertake to handle. There are 
amendments to the Constitution, proposed at the last meeting, 
and to be acted upon finally, at the next gathering. 


First: A change in the law regarding the office of Presiding 
Bishop. It needs no discussion here. 


Second: An allowance is proposed of verbal alterations in 
the Prayer Book when translated into a foreign tongue in order 
to adapt it to local conditions. Under some circumstances serious 
evils might come were such a liberty granted. A single Greek 
letter made the difference between truth and error, heresy and 
faith, centuries ago. 


Third: A proposed alteration in the Constitution allows the 
ereation of Suffragan Bishops, one or more, where need exists in 
a Diocese. Such shall have no right of succession, and a seat 
with no voice in the House of Bishops. In England on the rail- 
road trains they have first, second and third class carriages for 
different degrees of wealth in the travellers. Shall the Chureh 
have its Bishops of differing degrees and ranks? Shall it be 
Diocesans and Missionary prelates among the first class, Coad- 
jutors in the second, and poor Suffragans—mere Curate Bishops 
—in the third? Thank God, in spiritual function and divine 
authority, even to the ecclesiastic sitting on the throne of Rome 
they—we—cean be of one grade only, and the distinctions political, 
topographical or ecclesiastical, cannot change the divine right or 
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the spiritual power of any by addition or subtraction. With my 
present light I personally have no heart for class-bishops. I 
cannot vote for a law that in an iota lowers the plane of the 
Episcopate—of any holding that high office. 


Finally, another proposed Constitutional change is that of 
prefixing a Preamble to the Constitution of this Church. We all 
know and honor the name and work of the man who fathered 
this proposition and pleaded so vigorously and eloquently in its 
behalf. .That he has gone forth from us, and is abiding in his 
Paradise-rest gives pathos and sacredness to this heritage from 
his hand. We think of him tenderly, we speak admiringly of his 
power, and we honor his sincere and gracious and abounding 
labors for the Master’s Body. His heart was right. 


But allow me to read the proposed Preamble, which, should 
it not be rejected, is to be a Prefix to the time-honored and wise 
and satisfying Constitution of this National Church, to wit: 
‘‘This American Church, first planted in Virginia in the year 
of our Lord, 1607, by representatives of the ancient Church of 
England; acknowledging the Holy Scriptures of the Old and 
New Testament to be the Word of God, the record of God’s 
Revelation of Himself in His Son, and to contain all things 
necessary to salvation; holding the Catholic Creeds, to wit, the 
Apostles’ Creed and the Nicene Creed to be a sufficient statement 
of the Christian Faith; maintaining the Orders of the Sacred 
Ministry in such form as from the Apostles’ times they have been 
continued; reverently conserving the sacraments ordained by 
Christ Himself; and accounting to be members of the flock of 
Christ all who have been duly baptized in the name of the 
Father and of the Son and of the Holy Ghost, has set forth and 
established for the furtherance of the work to which it has been 
called of God, the following Constitution.”’ 


Now what may we say about this novelty? Is such a Pre- 
amble necessary? Is it not unnecessary? Is it not a redundancy? 
Is it not an obtrusive, out-of-place factor in the working ma- 
chinery of the Church? Does it not thrust in doctrine where it 
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is not at home? And are its statements accurate? And does it 
not commit the Church to one or two declarations which Catho- 
heity does not affirm? And, at best, is it not hazy and vague 
in some of its statements? And is it not, being simply one long 
sentence, and yet covering the whole subject of theology and of 
the Church, difficult of interpretation? Does it not minimize 
Christian truth? Does it not hold out to Christendom for its 
acceptance as the body—as the expression of the hfe and belief 
of this. Church—only, a skeleton? 


So much negatively. But what positively may we inquire 
about it? That the Church is of Divine origin, and that the 
factors which give it order and_its spiritual being are divine, too— 
are truths simply suppressed or by silence denied, as it seems to 
me. The dominance of the Sacraments for the true life of the 
soul is certainly minimized, and their place in the inmost texture 
of the being of the Catholic Church is not accentuated as our 
familiar standards emphasize them. 


But, again, in this proposed Preamble we have this—to me 
incomprehensible—statement, ‘‘holding the Catholic Creeds, to 
wit, the Apostle’s Creed and the Nicene Creed, to be a sufficient 
statement of the Christian Faith.’’ 


Does this mean that the Articles of Religion no longer give 
us Christian teaching that binds us; that the first five of them 
are to be rejected—those that peculiarly present exact statements 
of the great truths of the religion of our Saviour? If the Nicene 
Creed which, as you know, embodies truths appended at the 
Oecumenical Council of Constantinople, is to be the sole test, and 
to be declared as comprehending Christian doctrine in its fullness, 
then what are we to do with those more rich statements—correct- 
ing heresies which had arisen—that emerged from the great 
gatherings in Ephesus and Chaleedon. Are the four Councils or 
the six to be recognized by us as Oecumenical? Is not our appeal 
for the settlement of the teaching of the Primitive Church to be 
made to these other two as well? Is all the truth given in the 
two great Creeds of the Church? Is the Primitive Church’s 
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whole teaching wrapped in those two golden caskets only that 
early ages wrought. No! If I be a rounded’Christian, sound in 
the faith, I must seek my full doctrine and belief in the truth 
revealed of God in those six early Councils of the Church of 
Jesus. 


But again the Church, or rather many in it, are troubled by 
that positive statement that we ‘‘account all persons members 
of the flock of Christ who have been duly baptized in the name 
of the Father, ete.’’ Can we make such a declaration and claim 
union with the Primitive Church? Where does it officially 
declare that all baptisms in the name of the Trinity and with 
water are valid? Where has the English Church made, officially, 
such declaration? In such a serious problem are we wiser than 
our Mother? 


Such a declaration opens up the whole subject of Lay 
Baptism and its validity. That problem has never been officially 
determined since the earliest age. Authorities here and authori- 
ties there contradict each other. But the Church, as a Church, 
thus far has never categorically spoken. Shall we ignore the 
action of the Christian ages in this behalf? Shall a young Church 
in its self-confidence and its rashness array itself against the 
reverent silence and the modest discretion of the venerable 
Church of the centuries ? 


Ought we to accept a preface to the sober, hoary Constitution 
of this Church, which is so inexact, so perplexed in its terms, so 
un-Catholic? I think not. Let us stand by the old landmarks. 
Let us hold up the ancient standard. Let us keep the Primitive 
Faith. 


Another topie which I trust will be discussed anew at the 
General Convention, especially in view of the enormous ex- 
pansion and the monstrousness of the evil, is Divorce and Re- 
marriage. The world is reeking today with this horror. Of 
course every one within hearing of my voice has read that amaz- 
ing report issuing from a Bureau at Washington which investi- 
gated with greatest care the whole subject. That report shows 
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that, during the period of ten years preceding the year 1908, no 
less than 1,300,000 marriages were dissolved in these United 
States. The rate annually was therefore about 130,000. Of this — 
number it is estimated that, at least, ninety per cent. were 
re-married. If this be true then no less than 185,400 persons 
annually cut the bond which, by the law of God and His Church, 
bind them for life, and weld another with another party. The 
promiscuousness is simply horrible in an atmosphere and an age 
which is called Christian. But let me farther illustrate the 
awfulness of our morals as a nation in this direction. I am told 
that the records of the City of Philadelphia show one divorce 
for every seven marriages contracted there; that in the City of 
New York there is an average of one divorce granted every eight 
hours throughout the year; that in San Francisco the figures 
indicate one cutting of the tie of matrimony for every seven 
benedictions pronounced at the union of a couple in that Holy 
Estate; and that in the County of Los Angeles, California—the 
Shire of the Angels as its Spanish name implies—oh! that so 
sacred a title should be so degraded—within the period of seven 
months from January to August, 1909, the enormous number of 
one divoree for every four marriages celebrated was decreed by 
the Courts. To many the thought may come that these were 
simply exaggerations of the evil—peculiarly. characteristic of one 
or another locality. In a sense this is mi but when I tell you 
that the official records at Washington show that throughout the 
country in its rural or its city regions, among natives or 
foreigners, the average number of divorces granted is one for 
every twelve marriages, will you not agree with me that the land 
is stricken with a plague worse than any that smote the Israelites 
in Egypt, centuries ago—will you not agree with me that the 
time has come to stamp out, to knife to the death this desolating, 
this loathsome pest? Much is said on the subject of a uniform, 
National law of Divoree. That would be only a compromise. 
What is needed is a pronouncement from this Church to her 
sons and her daughters that her ministers—deacons, priests, 
bishops—are forbidden to join in Holy Matrimony any man or 
woman who has been divoreed, during the life of the other party. 
A strong voice in this behalf by this great Body will tell greatly 
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upon the hfe of the world today, and will help to sweeten and 
dignify and glorify mankind. So I speak, and so I must speak, 
while I have any consciousness of duty at all, to you, my people. 
I have seen the shocking evil of this mixed social condition and 
of these broken domestic hearthstones so vividly in my experience 
elsewhere, that I felt I must give utterance again, in behalf of 
God’s great law, to wit, one man for one woman, lifelong—the 
indissolubleness of the marriage bond—the principle which the 
Church proclaims every time that golden tie is knit, that they 
two are one until death doth them part. 


I am convinced that Canon XIX. must be brought to the 
front again. The thorough dissatisfaction with it in so many 
parts of the Church, the dissensions which it has bred, the hot 
words and the variances of brethren, the inutility of it, the vapid 
results in the line of Christian unity which it has shown will, I 
trust, result in finally laying it low in Caesar’s grave, unhonored 
and unsung. 


So far as my own relation to it is concerned I must still 
maintain that it is discourteous to our brothers of other names. 
If I comprehend its meaning, it practically compels me to say 
to the minister of this, that or the other denomination, should I 
invite him to speak in my churches, ‘‘you come to us with the 
understanding that your orders are not recognized by my Church. 
I cannot ask you to officiate in its stalls, at its font, before its 
altar, or in its pulpit.’’ So I must speak, to be an honorable 
gentleman. Or, to save embarrassment, I will refrain from 
inviting him to the chancel-steps of my churches. He may think 
me bigoted and narrow, whether I do the one or the other; but 
he cannot question my delicacy or my honesty. And then, he 
must respect me for my loyalty to the Church’s principle and 
law. Am JI, or is my Mother, unreasonable or inconsistent in all 
this? I certainly think not. Her Standards and her Canons and 
her Preface to the Ordinal, and some of her Collects, declare, with 
clear tone, what her claim is as to her Ministry—as to the 
authority of her three Orders—as to the Apostolicity of her 
organization. 
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Personal Religion 


I cannot refrain, as your Bishop, from speaking to you in 
this document on the subject of Personal Religion. And my 
theme addresses itself to layman and clergyman alike. Our age 
is materialistic, utilitarian, worldly, sinning. The standard of 
piety has shrunken. It has dropped to a lower level. No man 
can have reached two-score or two-score-and-ten years, without 
having an oppressive and a vivid realization of this truth. There 
are moralists and psychologists and new-thoughtists who would 
doubtless contest my claim. There are some pulpits that would 
contradict this assertion. They would tell you—-God forgive 
them—that it is a better world because of the humanitarianism 
that rules in it today—because hospitals and play-grounds for 
children and better housing experiments for the poor, and tuber- 
culosis warfare, and parish-houses with billiard tables and swim- 
ming pools and entertainment halls, grace and dominate the 
parish life, and fling out dogma and eclipse Creeds. Admitted 
that these bring ampler physical comfort and higher intellectual 
opportunity, and we may enjoy them with a moderate gladness. 
But the spiritual mind which turns to divine things and finds in 
them delight, the soul that is longing for the vision of God, the 
heart that is only at its true rest when in communion with its 
Saviour, the prayerful spirit which, without ceasing, pleads for 
the Heavenly presence and makes that its atmosphere, and its 
very existence—these are the world’s need, your need, and my 
need, today. How difficult to reach that exalted plane—to find 
our life in living with Him. A prelate at rest has given us such 
thought .in noble words. Hear him: 


‘‘O children of the Church! live in the Church, love her 
holy ways, walk in her paths of peace, look not beyond! In the 
Holy Catholic Church you have your portion; be content; give 
God thanks; be at rest. Live by the Bible and Prayer Book. 
Begin each day with prayer; go forth to your work and to your 
labor until evening; lie down with the eye of Jesus looking upon 
you, and the holy angels watching around. Do good in your 
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time. Be sober, industrious, true, honest, kind. Fulfil your 
eourse. Lay hold on all the helps which the Lord puts within 
your reach to bring you to Heaven. So shall your walk be close 
with God; so shall you at length rest in Him with the blessing 
of the Holy Church upon your grave; so shall you wake in the 
last great morning, to rise and go to your Father’s House; to be 
brought close to that Lord of whose Body you are a member, and 
from whose side you will never be parted; to inherit the Kingdom 
prepared for you from the beginning of the world.’’—Bishop 
Huntington. 


And now, brethren, to bring this Address to a close, bear 
with this word of exhortation. We are privileged, indeed, that 
we are members of the Catholic Church, and that we have this 
high heritage from Above. Let it be precious to us as our 
Mother. Let no rude hand hurt, and no siren voice win us to 
disloyalty or to compromise. Ours is a Divine trust. We must 
not tamper with it. We must not surrender it. We must not 
abuse it. We shall not, as honorable trustees, compromise it, or 
ruin it. We go now to our work as a Diocese. May wisdom 
prevail, and peace govern, and Divine blessing shine down upon 
us. May each of us be imbued and saturated with the lowly 
spirit of that beautiful prayer from the pen of a once priest of 
our communion, and may its sense of dependence glow in our 
hearts each day of life: 


‘‘O Lord, support us all the day long of this troublous life, 
until the shadows lengthen, and the evening comes, and the busy 
world is hushed, and the fever of life is over, and our work is 
done. Then, in thy mercy, grant us a safe lodging and a holy 
rest and peace at the last, through Jesus Christ our Lord.”’

Report of the Warden, 


Geneva, N. Y., May 1, 1910. 
To the Board of Education of the Diocese of Western New York: 


The Warden of the De Lancey Divinity School respectfully reports: 


In June, 1909, the Rev. Charles W. Hakes, M. D., the Rev. W. Guy 
Raines, the Rev. George C. Wadsworth, and Mr. Thomas H. Clough 
completed a yeer of Post-Graduate work, having spent four years as 
students in the School. At the same time the Rev. Francis A. Ransom 
completed his course of three years. Each of these gentlemen received 
the Diploma of the School. Mr. George A. Perry, from the Diocese of 
Central New York, our only other student of last year, decided to re- 


enter upon the First Year work this year. 


During the year covered by this report we have had five First Year 
students, viz.: George A. Perry, Whitesboro, N. Y., and Walter A. Ren- 
der, Groton, N. Y., both from the Diocese of Central New York; Arthur 
F. Lowe end Frank J. Angel, B. D., Buffalo, and Harlow B. Raymond, 


Rochester. 


The Rev. G. Sherman Burrows, B. D., was appointed to the Chair 
of Liturgics, Homiletics and Pastoral Care, made vacant by the resigna- 


tion of the Rev. Charles H. Boynton, Ph. D. 


The work done by both Lecturers and students has been painstaking 
and conscientious. In saying this the Warden is not unmindful of the 
limitations under which we labor, the chief of which is the infrequency 
with which lecturers and: students are brought together. It is felt that 
lectures delivered and instruction given monthly, during the school year, 
would cover the same amount of subject matter, as under the present 
arrangement, with less labor to the lecturers, and with the added advan- 
tege of greater thoroughness and a firmer grasp of the subjects taught, 
on the part of the students. The length of time now elapsing between 


lectures is a source of temptation to students to defer the preparation 
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of the assigned work to the last few days of the interval, with serious 


results both to mental discipline and to the acquisition of knowledge. 


The expense of the additional lectures and instruction would not be 
beyond the limit of the school’s income, and this year there will be, 


probably, no demand for large outlay upon the Geneva property. 


The lecturers are more than willing to give the additional time and 
labor necessary to what they believe would greatly increase the efficiency 
of the school and therefore more readily attract to us those contemplating 
preparation for Holy Orders. The question we now have to meet as to 
what we can accomplish through bi-monthly lectures has always to be 
faced. That we accomplish much, the graduates of the De Lancey Divin- 
ity School bear witness; that we could accomplish more under the sug- 


gested plan needs no argument. 


One question remains: Whether young men, depending for their 
support upon their labor while pursuing their studies, could afford the addi- 
tional loss of wages entailed by their attendance on monthly lectures. 
This difficulty might possibly be met by means of a grant from the 
‘‘DeLancey’’ and ‘‘Floyd’’ scholarship funds, sufficient to cover such 


loss, if this would not be an impairment of such funds. 


These suggestions are respectfully submitted for your consideration. 
We would like to test the plan, there being no difficulty in going back 


to the present arrangement if this is found to be impracticable. 


The visits of the Bishop to the lecture-room are very much appre- 
ciated and have a distinct value to lecturers and students. This sug- 
gests that an occasional visit from members of the Board would keep 
them informed as to the work we are trying to do and would interest 


and stimulate the young men under our care. 


There have been added to the library during the year, by gift the 
following: Forty-one bound volumes of ‘‘The Christian Observer’’ for 
the years 1802-23, inclusive, from Mr. J. Benton of Utica; ‘‘ Fifty Years 
in St. John’s Chureh, Detroit,’’? from the Rev. W. F. Faber, D. D.; Pot- 
ter’s ‘‘Discourse on Church Government,’’ from Mrs. L. B. Van Dyck, 


and Walpole’s ‘‘The Kingdom of Heaven,’’ from the General Theological 
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Seminary, New York. Sixty-nine volumes, many of them in duplicate, 
for the use of the students have been purchased under the resolution 
of the Council of 1909, authorizing the Warden to draw upon the General 
Fund in a sum not exceeding $100.00 for the purchase of books. The 
Treasurer’s report will show that we have kept well within this appro- 
priation, but inasmuch as the Swift Book Fund is still inoperative in 
yielding an income for its purpose, the undersigned is compelled to peti- 
tion that a grant, similar to that of last year, plus the unexpended 
balance of that grant be made this year, with an explicit statement 
as to what ‘‘general fund’’ is intended, whether the General Fund of 


the Diocese or the general funds of the school. 


There has been received, by draft, from the Secretary of the Board 
for lectures, Library, Warden’s incidental expenses and house petty 
repairs the sum of $334.82. This does not include a special honorarium 
to the lecturers of $700 by order of the Board of Education, which 
passed through the Warden’s hands June 29, 1909, but does not form 
part of the regular expenses of the school. Of the $334.82 reported 
$59.23 was repaid to the school by the Bishop of Central New York for 
his students; and $19.59 additional was received for books sold to one 


of our graduates.

The main items of this report are two: (1) the school; (2) the books 


of account. 


‘1. In the school boys only are taken. The total number received 
on the Foundation for the year was 36. The average number maintained 


during the year was 22. The greatest number in attendance at any one 
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time was 22, and the least number in attendance at any one time was 
19, for a few days only. The age of the youngest boy on the Foundation 


was 12 years, that of the oldest boy was 19 years. 


The course of study remains unchanged, being the same as that pub- 
lished in the register and adopted by the Trustees, and is also the same 


as that of the High Schools in the State Education Department. 


2. In the matter of accounting the annexed schedules show: (a) the 
balance sheet, (b) payments to and loans from the interest bearing 
endowment funds, and the amount of said funds uninvested (upon which 
4% interest is received), (c) the receipts of ‘interest, rents and other 
resources, with disbursements of the same, (d) a list of real estate, 
bonds and mortgages of the General Fund, Strickland Fund, Kennedy 
Fund and land contracts; (e) also a list of real estate owned by the 
Corporation and from which the endowment fund has been increased 
$2,200 by the sale of a house and lot in North Tonawanda, N. Y. 


At the June meeting, by action of the Board, original 5% loans 


which had been raised to 6% were reduced to 5% rate of interest. 


The $2,000 of borrowed moneys reported as a liability last year 
have been diminished to $500, and the ‘‘apparent deficit’’ (Schedule A) 
from $1,331.10 to $379.38, which is more than offset by past due interest 
December 1, 1909. This condition is partly accounted for by the non- 
payment of taxes in December. When the belated bills came in the 
farm was assessed for the first time, the tax being $1,203.28. The 
elimination of this item caused further delay, carrying the payment of 


taxes over to January. 


The usual certificates of the banks of deposit are attached in their 
proper places. The difference of $14.40 between the Niagara Falls Trust 
Co. and the Treasurer as to the year’s balance is owing to an unpaid 


cheque which he was unsuccessful in calling in before December 31st.

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Spectal Report of the Trustees of 


DeVeaur College. 


De Veaux College, Niagara Falls, N. Y., May 6, 1910. 
To the Members of the Diocesan Council of Western New York: 


Gentlemen: 


The most important question before the Trustees of De Veaux Col- 
lege is, how its affairs may be managed so as to obtain the full use 
of the large and handsome buildings which were erected at great ex- 
pense by their predecessors on this Board. After new and careful study. 
of the whole problem, the Trustees, at a special meeting held in Buffalo, 
N. Y., January 20, 1910, heard the report of a Committee of the ‘‘Old 
Boys’ Association,’’ and in compliance with suggestions therein made, 


passed the following resolution: 


Resolved, That the Act Incorporating De Veaux College be amended 
so as to expressly permit the admission of pay pupils at such rates as 
to the Trustees seem proper, thereby placing the college on a broader 
basis of usefulness and enabling it to carry out more effectively the 
purpose and design of its founder, and that the direction of the Dio- 
cesan Council be asked to this end. 


A Committee, consisting of Porter Norton, Esq., a Trustee, S. Wal- 
lace Dempsey, Esq., and Charles Hallam Keep, Esq., graduates of the 
college, was appointed to formulate such amendments as would permit 
the taking of pay-pupils without violating the provisions of Judge 
De Veaux’s will and which would conserve all rights of the foundation- 
ers. This Committee reported to the Trustees, who again most carefully 
considered the entire situation, and now ask this Council to pass the 


following resolution: — 
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Resolved, That the Trustees of De Veaux College be and hereby 
are directed to apply to the Legislature of the State of New York to 
have the first section of the act incorporating De Veaux College amend- 


ed so that it shall read as follows: 


Section 1. In order to carry into effect and promote the benevolent 
design of Samuel De Veaux, late of the County of Niagara, deceased, 
as expressed in his will, bearing date the third day of August, in the 
year one thousand eight hundred and fifty-two, by which certain real 
and personal estate is directed to be applied ‘‘for the purpose of estab- 
lishing, founding and maintaining a benevolent institution, to receive 
and support orphan and destitute children; to train them up to industry; 
to learn them trades and professions; and to give them a mental and 
manual, and a social and religious education’’; William H. De Lancey, 
of the County of Ontario; William Shelton and Elijah Ford, of the 
County of Erie; Horatio Seymour, of the County of Oneida; Peter A. 
Porter, Richard H. Woodruff, Washington Hunt, Elias Ransom and 
Joseph M. Clarke, of the County of Niagara, and their successors, duly 
chosen and appointed as hereinafter specified, are hereby constituted 
a body corporate, which shall be deemed and taken to be the corpora- 
tion directed by said will to be formed, and as such shall and may 
take, hold and enjoy for the purposes expressed in said will, the real 
and personal estate therein directed to be applied to the said purposes, as 
fully, to all intents and purposes, as if the said corporation had been 
formed at the time of the death of said Samuel De Veaux, provided, 
however, that if the said Trustees shall, at any time, be unable, from 
the income of the estate provided by said will, to use all and all parts 
of the building on the domain devised by said De Veaux, for the pur- 
poses hereinabove and in said will expressed, they may, for such time 
as they are so unable, devote such part or parts of said buildings as 
they cannot so utilize to such other use and purpose as shall be con- 
sistent with the purposes hereinabove and in said will expressed and as 
shall not impair or conflict with such purposes, but said Trustees shall 
not, in any way, or to any extent, pledge or make liable or expend any 
of the property or income of the estate provided by said will in such 


other use of said portion of said buildings, and such other use of parts of 
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said buildings shall be only of such parts thereof as cannot, from time to 
time, be utilized for the purposes designated in said will and such 
other use of said buildings shall continue so long and only so long 
as the insufficiency of the income from the estate provided by said 
will renders the use of all thereof for the purposes described in said 
will impossible, and any and all income and profits derived from such 


other use of parts of said buildings shall be devoted to the purposes 
expressed in said will. 


The said corporation shall have perpetual succession, and be capable 
of taking and holding, by purchase, gift, grant or devise, any real or 
personal estate for the purposes aforesaid; but the yearly income of 
the same and of the property so acquired under the said will shall not 
exceed the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars; and shall possess the 
powers and privileges, and be subject to the liabilities and provisions 
contained in the third title of chapter eighteen of the first part of the 
Revised Statutes, as the same may have been amended, so far as the 
same may be applicable, and not inconsistent with the provisions of this 
act.

Report of the Archdeacon of Luttalo. 


The Rt. Rev. Wm. D. Walker, D. D., LL. D., Bishop of the Diocese . 


Rev. Father in God:—Your Archdeacon respectfully tenders this 


his seventh annual report of all the missionary work performed by him 


during the past year. 


The missionary efforts should be the key-note of our Church assem: 
bled as we are to learn something of what is being done in the mission 
field of this Archdeaconry. To the question, Why should we work 
for missions, or the extension of Christ’s kingdom among men? we 
answer, because there is no reason why we should not do so, for every 
member of the Church is pledged by virtue of his baptism. At our 
baptism we promised to keep God’s holy will and commandments and 
believe the Christian faith, and our Master in many places commands 
us to work for missions. Then, again, at our baptism we were made a 
member of Christ, hence we must, as members of a body, be in 
harmony with that body. If this be a missionary body, we must of 
necessity be missionary, if it works for missions; what our Lord was 
on earth the Church is today, if He had all power and_ authority, 
and sent us to continue His work to teach, to preach and to baptize 
in His name. He said He was come to seek and to save that which 
was lost, and He instructed His Church to go to the lost sheep. For 


these and other reasons we should work for missions. 


The work in the Archdeaconry is not one of the easiest in the coun- 


try. Some hard propositions meet him as he goes in and out of the 
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field. The missions and the people are scattered; and it consumes a great: 
deal of time getting about, and he must make short trips and do con- 
siderable work in his monthly visits of a day or two in order to cover 
all the points. He cannot feel satisfied when he sees so much that 
could be and ought to be done. There are times when one man cannot 
do it full justice, though he be as streng as a Samson or as brilliant. 
as the man who sat at the feet of Gamaliel. His sermons and addresses: 
are prepared aud studied not so much from books as from the lives of 
those he ministers to; yet the many loving words and hearty greetings 
and earnest appreciation by all the people of the many missions, gives 
him courage to fight the good fight and do the work that God has called him 
to do for Christ and His Church. 


Your Archdeacon rotices among the missions that there is some 
evidence and token of growth for which he has abundant reason for 
thankfulness to God. If in some places there is an apparent loss by 
déath and removals, in others there is a gain; or if in another place there 
is not the proper interest in the Church which he should expect, there 
are other places where the Church has never been heard, where calls 
from the people to your Archdeacon to come over and plant the Church 
in their respective communities, requesting the ministrations and ser- 


vices of the Church. 


Your Archdeacon would be remiss if he did not here make grateful 
note of his appreciation to the Bishop of the Diocese for his fatherly 
advice and direction and the many kind services rendered him, not only 
in an official capacity, but as brother to brother. He is also greatly 
indebted to many of his brethren the clergy, especially through the 
Lenten season, when some forty-six services were held in nine different 
missions, which proved helpful to the people of the missions. To the 
Superintendent and members of the Laymen’s Missionary League who 
have given of their time and strength to the work of the missions, who 
are ever teady to spend and be spent for the cause, whose loving interest 
in the missionary work is known so well by all and appreciated by every 


true friend of the Church. 


To the Woman’s Auxiliary, of whose work, as noted in the Church 
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rat large, but to the Archdeaconry in particular it makes it possible, 
through their annual pledge to the Indian work, to extend the minis- 


‘trations of the Church among those people. 


And last, but not least, your Archdeacon desires to speak a word 
of appreciation of Miss Mary B. Hart and The Babies’ Branch, the 
work of which is being done throughout the Church, particularly in this 
Archdeaconry. The Archdeacon appreciates the generous help given him 
during the seven years of his office, the gift of six baptismal fonts in as 
many missions, costing on an average $26.50, also the gift of money 
towards securing a bell for the Church of the Good Shepherd on the 


Indian Reservation. 


Your Archdeacon has personally ministered to the following stations 
monthly during the year: Angola, Attica, Alden, Brant (Indian), Bolivar, 
Brocton, Corfu, Darien Center, Ellicottville, Franklinville, Hamburg, 
Hinsdale, Irving, Springville, Sinclairville, and Perry. He has visited the 
following places in charge of Deacons to celebrate the Holy Communion: An- 
gelica, Belfast, Belmont, Belvidere, Gowanda, Randolph, East Randolph, Sil- 
ver Creek, and Forestville. There is a provision made by the Missionary 
Board by which a stipend is given to a clergyman who is tector or 
minister of a parish or mission but whose parish or mission is not self- 
supporting, who agrees for the stipend received to give service in return 
in proportion to his salary, outside of parish or mission, to some nearby 
mission station. In this way provision is made for a number of places 
to have stated regular ministrations and pastoral care of a clergyman. 
Those clergymen are missionaries of the Board, to which. detailed 
reports of their work and field are made quarterly. Those stations your 
Archdeacon is not personally responsible for, except where the clergyman 
is in Deacon’s orders. In that case the Archdeacon administers the Holy 
Communion, the Deacon officiating in some nearby mission. In the 
following mission stations the clergymen receiving stipends are as follows:

If he has been a power for good, a blessing to 
the people of the missions, a friend to the needy, a joy to the sad, he 
shall feel that his work has not been in vain, and being upheld with the 
thought of ‘doing his duty, he will push on to do greater and larger 
things for Christ and His Church.

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Report of Laymen’s Missionary League. 


Buttalo, W. Wy. 


To the Right-Reverend the Bishop, and Members of the Council: 


The Laymen’s Missionary League of Buffalo, N. Y., desires to make 
the following brief statement (condensed from the annual report of the 


work to October 1st, 1909) : — 


The League is a body of Lay Leaders organized for the purpose of 
carrying on and extending by systematic effort the work of the Church 
in the western part of the Diocese of Western New York. Its members 
are drawn from all walks of life, business and professional, and number 
at present about forty. The active membership is about thirty. Each 
of these men is selected by the rector of his parish, is reeommended to 
the Bishop for License, and by him licensed to act as a Lay Reader, 


subject strictly to the Canon governing such individuals. 


The League was organized in the year 1891, primarily for the purpose 
of giving the services of the Church to congregations in the outlying 
towns which were too small to support a rector. The present officers are: 
President, C. K. Mellen; Superintendent, Geo, T. Ballachey; Secretary, 
W. E. Townsend; Treasurer, John Purcell. 


At the present time the League conducts regular services at sixteen 
different stations; nine of them in the city of Buffalo, viz.: General Hos- 
pital, Home for the Friendless, Children’s Aid Society, Penitentiary, County 
Jail, Almshouse, Ingleside Home, steadily supplying the parochial mission 
of St. Clement’s, and for some months taking two services each Sunday at 
St, Philip’s (colored) temporarily without a rector, besides assisting various 
city clergy to the extent of one hundred or more services. The remaining 
seven stations are in the country towns, namely: Angola, Corfu, Darien 
Center, Brant (Indian Reservation), Alden, Irving and Springville, besides 
summer services at Erie Beach, and two summer homes on the lake shore, 
in addition to burial services read in different towns. 
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For several years past the League men have read from 600 to 1,000 
services per year, the number varying according to the requirements of 
the field. The general oversight of the work is in charge of the Execu- 
tive Committee, under the supervision of the Bishop, and carrying out 
the suggestions of the Archdeacon of Buffalo. The method of carrying 
on the work is quite simple. Their duties are assigned to the readers 
regularly by the Superintendent. After each service each man mails to 
the Superintendent a formal postal card report stating the attendance, 
condition of the station, etc. This enables the Superintendent to keep in 


touch with the state of affairs at every station under his care, 


The League aids new mission stations financially by paying the 
expenses of its readers until such stations become self-supporting. It 
has a building fund of about $1,300.00, portions of which it loans for a 
period of time to any small congregation building a church at any one 
of its stations. In this way the League has since its organization inspired 
and aided the work of building churches at Springville, Silver Creek, 
Irving, Gowanda, Depew, and also on the Cattaraugus Indian Reserva- 


tion near Irving. 


The League has no sources of income from which to provide vest- 
ments, sermons, etc., necessary for its work, apart from a small annual 
contribution from such of the city churches as may be disposed to help 
in this work. We invite offerings, however small, from any who would 
like to be identified with this work, as at present the readers are obliged 
to meet any minor expenses (apart from transportation) from their own 
means. Several new helpers have lately been offered by the rectors of 
some of the parishes, which will promote the efficiency of the work. 
Nevertheless, others are needed who will be able and willing to go out 


of town on Sundays, at least once or twice a month. 
Any further details concerning this League will be cheerfully fur- 
nished by the Superintendent or any other officer.

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Report of the Archdeacon of Rochester. 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING MAY 1, 1910. 


Rey. Father in’God and Brethren of the Clergy and Laity:— 


In making this, his sixth annual report, your Archdeacon stands at 
the close of his second term of office. As we turn our eyes backward 
along the pathway over which we have gone during the past six years, 
our retrospection brings forcibly home to our mind the truth expressed 
by those words so often upon our lips: ‘‘We have left undone those things 
which we ought to have done, and we have done those things which we 
ought not to have done.’’ And but for the further fact that out from a 
somewhat confusing record of achievement and failure there has ever 
been manifest a firm determination to serve, to the best of our ability, 


. we should feel that we had betrayed our trust. 


Through a circular letter recently sent out, attention has been called 
to a new departure which it is hoped to make in the administration of 
the work of the Archdeaconry. It has been the feeling of your Archdeacon 
for some time that more aggressive work ought to be done, and that his 
ceaseless round of visitations, while graciously received, were nevertheless 
ill calculated to build up and lead on to a larger measure of self-support 


our various mission stations. 


A proposition to form into four groups some of our more important 
missions not now provided with regular ministrations of a priest, has 
been made and accepted by our Board of Missions. The scheme in out- 


line is as follows: 
Group No. 1.

By this grouping the various missions will have the ministrations of a 
priest more frequently than it has been possible for them to have in the 
past, and by the supplementary use of lay readers it is hoped to maintain 


regular Sunday services at nearly every point in the Archdeaconry. 


It will also have a tendency to make each mission in a measure self- 


‘supporting, 


One group has already been provided for (No. 3), the Rev. Thomas P. 
Gales having assumed charge on the 10th of April, Other men are under 


consideration for groups Nos, 2 and 4. 


The above arrangement, if it can be carried out, will leave your Arch- 
deacon free to go into the next town, ‘‘ That he may preach the gospel there 
also,’? and deliver the message which the Church has had committed to 
her keeping, and of which, in this day of religious unrest, every community 


has need. 


At the present time we have a surplus in our treasury, but in the 
carrying out of our new arrangement this will soon be exhausted, and we 


shall need the co-operation of all if we are to meet with success. 


The brethren are, | beiieve, for the most part punctual in the matter 
of taking the four offerings for missions on the dates set forth by the 
Standing Committee. The chief difficulty is encountered in getting the of- 
fering out of the hands of the treasurer of the local organization, and 
into those of the treasurer of the Archdeaconry. When I write, as I fre- 
quently do, to the rectors in charge of our parishes and missions, and 
ask why a certain offering has not been forwarded, almost invariably the 
reply comes back, that the offering was taken at the time specified, and 
so I am left to surmise that it has passed into that mysterious bourne from 
whence no offerings return, i. e., the treasury of the Church. Of late I 
have ceased to trouble my brethren of the clergy and have addressed my 


communications to their treasurers, who seem to be the ones in power. 
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Of the work in the mission fields, suffice it to say that I know of ne 
time in the past six years when the places have been so well and satis 


factorily served as at the present time.

At the present time fourteen points are dependent upon your Arch- 
deacon for celebrations 9f.the Holy Communion. Of this number six 


have also the services of very efficient lay readers. 


In all but eight places in the Archdeaconry regular Sunday services 


are maintained, and three of these are soon to be provided for. 


There are other places which ought to be occupied, and other groupings 
which could be made. Only by increase of interest and consequent larger 


contributions on the part of our people can we bring this to pass. 


Trusting that the future may have in store for the Archdeacon of 
Rochester a larger measure of usefulness, and with the prayer that God 
may prosper our endeavors, I remain,

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Report of the Missionary to Deat Mutes. 


To the Right Reverend William D. Walker, D. D., LL. D., Bishop of 
‘Western New York. 


Reverend Father in God:—I herewith submit my annual report as Mis- 


sionary to the Deaf-Mutes in the Diocese of Western New York. 


I have made visits among the deaf and held services at Rochester, 
Buffalo, Geneva, Watkins, Niagara Falls, Tonawanda, East Aurora, Arcade 
and Fredonia. Regular monthly services on Sundays were held at Rochester 
and Buffalo. The work is necessarily confined to Rochester and Buffalo, 
on account of the large number of deaf-mutes living in these two cities. 
Our Diocese is doing more for the deaf-mutes, socially, mentally and spirit- 
ually, than any other religious body. The services are attended not only 
by our deaf-mute communicants, but by Romanists, Presbyterians, Bap- 
tists, Lutherans, Methodists and Hebrews. All are made welcome, and the 
work embraces all deaf-mutes. I have spent six and sometimes seven days 


each month in the Diocese. 


Summary of work: Services held, 56: celebrations of the Holy Com- 
munion, public, 12, private (for the sick), 5; 5 lectures were given during 
the year; I attended two outings with the deaf-mutes and also four social 
Patherings: five dollars from each Archdeaconry was given towards Diocesan 
Missions; the offerings at all the services amounted to $73.58; I spent for 


travelling, postage, hotel and telegrams, $115.65. 


Notices of the services are always sent by postal card to the Rector, 
sexton and to the deaf-mutes (individually). In this way the appointment 


is made known and everything is ready for the service. 


Although bad weather has kept many away from the services, the at- 
tendance has been as large as could be expected. I have been received 


kindly everywhere and feel encouraged and happy in the work. This work 
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is purely missionary, and one must not expect the same results that a 


settled parish or organized mission can accomplish. 


I wish to express my appreciation of the many kindnesses shown by 
the Bishop, Clergy and Laity towards this work, and trusting that the in- 


terest and sympathy of the past will be continued, this report is

‘*Resolved, That it is the opinion of this meeting of Sunday School 
teachers and workers of the Archdeaconry of Buffalo that the formation of 
a Sunday School Institute on the lines indicated by the Sunday School Com- 
mission would be in the best interests of the Sunday School work of the 
Diocese, and should a similar resolution to the foregoing be passed at the 
coming conference in the Archdeaconry of Rochester, the Sunday School 


Commission proceed to the formation of such an Institute.’’ 


The following resolution was passed at Rochester: ‘‘That it is the 
opinion of this meeting of the Sunday School teachers and workers of the 
Archdeaconry of Rochester that the formation of a Sunday School Institute 
on the lines indicated by the Sunday School Commission would be in the 


best interests of the Sunday School work of the Diocese; and 


‘Whereas, a similar resolution to the above has been passed at a con- 
ference of the Sunday School teachers and workers of the Archdeaconry 
of Buffalo, the Sunday School Commission proceed to the formation of 


such an institute.’’ 


In accordance with these resolutions, it is the purpose of the Commission 


to act during the ensuing year, 


Your Commission is of the opinion that the results already attained 
justify its creation under Canon, and that the ensuing year will see a 


decided forward movement on the part of the Sunday School work of the 
Diocese.

ANNUAL STATEMENT OF THE GENERAL CLERGY RELIEF FUND 


TO THE DIOCESE OF WESTERN NEW YORK. 


The Diocese of Western New York has received from the General 
Clergy Relief Fund for its beneficiaries during the past year two thousand 


two hundred dollars. 


Twenty-four out of one hundred aud sixty-three churches in the Diocese 
contributed through offerings to the General Clergy Relief Fund, $686.32. 


Fifteen beneficiaries in the Diocese of Western New York are receiving 


pension and relief from the General Clergy Relief Fund. 


The General Convention recommends that an offering be taken by every 


church in the United States once a year for the General Clergy Relief Fund. 


The General Canons of the Church provide for the administration of the 
Fund. (Canon 53.) 


The General Fund stands upon absolutely the same basis as the Board 


of Missions. 
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Pension and relief as granted by the General Clergy Relief Fund is 
unforfeitable, and is more liberal and inclusive than any other plan of the 
Church. 


No limitation as to years in a diocese or district or seat in Convention 
or other qualification can forfeit the right to a pension or cause a clergyman 


or his widow and orphans to be ineligible. 


The General Clergy Relief Fund makes an annual report of receipts and 
expenditures, or offerings and appropriations, and number of beneficiaries, 


to every Diocese and Missionary Jurisdiction in the Church. 


In 65 out of the 80 Dioceses, these reports are made officially to the 


Conventions at the time of their meeting, 


It may be of interest, in addition, to state that during the last ten 
years over a million dollars have been gathered to the General Clergy Relief 
Fund; sixty-five Dioceses and Missionary Jurisdictions merged or consol- 
idated with the General Clergy Relief Fund; the amount paid in pensions 
increased from ten thousand per year to over one hundred thousand; the 
annuitant list increased from 150 persons to 550; $100,000 in cash and 
pledges raised for the Fund for Automatic Pensions at 64. (For the En- 
dowment of this, the Five Million Commission is working.) The Permanent 
Funds increased from about ninety thousand to about four hundred thou- 
sand; the old and cumbersome name changed to the present short and 
concise title; a systematic plan of reports of contributions and appropria- 
tions to the officials of each diocese established; the office and bookkeeping 
systematized, and best of all the confidence of the Church secured and 
criticism turned to helpfulness, while gratitude and security possess the 


hearts of a small army of beneficiaries. 


During the last year receipts have increased from a third to a half 
over the previous year; expenses have therefore been less in proportion, even 
though over five hundred thousand pages of circular matter were ordered 
by the clergy throughout the Chuurch for distribution in the churches in 


securing the Thanksgiving, Christmas and Quinquagesima offerings. 


The increased cost of living has brought the Trustees a multitude of 
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requests for increased pension and relief. To the extent of their ability the 


Trustees have acceded to these requests, 


If the churches would more unanimously support the Fund, instead of 
only_a fifth of them doing so, much more could be accomplished. More is 
demanded of the Fund than of any other institution of the Church and yet 
there is no institution from which money is so constantly diverted by similar 
or local institutions or auxiliaries from present and imperative needs on the 
part of the bishops, clergy and widows and orphans. With the beneficiaries 


and the Trustees it is a case of ‘‘Give us this day our daily bread.’’ 


Kindly note that the notice in the Journal requested by the Trustees 
should bear the new name and title, GENERAL CLERGY RELIEF FUND, rather 
than ‘‘The Trustees of the Fund for the Relief of Widows and Orphans of 
Deceased Clergymen and of Aged, Infirm and Disabled Clergymen of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church of the United States of America,’’ also that the 
Treasurer is the Rev. Alfred J. P. McClure, and that the Central Office is the 
Church House, Philadelphia.

During the Sessions, Morning and Evening Prayer shall be said 
daily under the direction of the Bishop, or of a presbyter presiding. Spe- 
cial devotion, intercessions and prayers shall always be in order at the 
discretion of the President. 


III. The Council having been organized according to the require- 
ments of the Diocesan Canons ‘(Title I, Can. 2, Par. 5) the following 
Standing Committees shall be appointed by the President, and the matter 
proper to each shall be presented and referred respectively :

Motions, Resolutions and Miscellaneous Business, 


VIII. The Order of the Day for every annual meeting of the Council 
at 10 o’clock A. M. on the second day shall be the election of the Standing 
Committee, and of Deputies to the General Convention, and the election 
of any persons to supply vacancies in the Board of Trustees of the Fund 
for the Support of the Episcopate, of the Christmas Fund, of the Parochial 
Fund, and of De Veaux College; also of the Treasurer of the Council. 


IX. Every member who shall be present when a question is stated 
from the Chair, shall vote thereon, unless excused by the House. 


X. No motion shall be put or debated until it is seconded, and when 
seconded, it shall be stated by the President before debate; and every 
motion shall be reduced te writing, when required by the President, or by 


any member. 


XI. If a question in debate contains distinct propositions, one or 
more, they may be separated at the call of any member into so many 


several motions. 


XII. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be received, 
except (1) to lay the motion on the table, (2) to postpone it indefinitely, 
(3) to postpone it to a certain time, (4) to commit it, or (5) to amend; 
and motions for these purposes shall have precedence in the order thus 
named. 

XIII. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, when no member 


is speaking, and shall be decided without debate; and if it be negatived, 
it shall not be renewed until other business has been treated in due order. 
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XEV. A motion to lay on the table shall be decided without debate. 


XV. A question, being put by the President, shall be determined by 
the sound of voices; but any member may require a count of the vote; or 
previous to a decision by count, any three members may require the yeas 
and nays to be taken, which shall be done by ealling the names of the 
Clerical members, and the names of the Churches and Missions represented ; 


and the vote shall be recorded in the Journal. Or the yeas and nays may 
be taken by order on the eall of any five members, and when so taken the 


yote shall be recorded in like manner. 


XVI. No member except the mover may speak more than twice on 
the same question without leave of the House. 


XVII. A question once decided, shall not be reconsidered during the 
same session without the consent of two thirds of the votes of the Council, 
nor without the motion for that purpose being made by one of the majority 
on said decision. No question shall be reconsidered more than once. 


XVIII. Special Committees not otherwise provided for shall be ap- 
pointed by the Chair. | 


XIX. Except by the votes of two-thirds of the persons present 
entitled to vote, no standing rule or order shall be suspended, changed or 
rescinded, without record of a motion to that effect made on a previous day. 


XX. Before the final adjournment of. any session of the Council, the 
minutes of the last day’s proceedings shall be read, corrected and 


approved. 


XXI. If the Bishop of the Diocese be not present, and able to pre- 
side; or the Episcopate be vacant; then, in the absence of the Secretary 
of the preceding Council, the Council shall be called to order by the 
President or Senior Presbyter of the Standing Committee present, who 
shall preside until the Council has been organized. Then a President 
pro tempore shall be elected from among the Presbyters present, who shall 
make the appointments ordinarily assigned to the Bishop, or under his 
direction.

[The following list of parishes and missions, with the dates of organization and 
admission into union with the Council of the Diocese, is based upon a list pub- 
lished in the Journal of 1865 by the Secretary of that year, and wpon records 
examined by the present Secretary in the Journals. of succeeding years. It is 
here set forth after most careful search of the pages of the Journal, and with the 
request that where information is lacking, or the lists are at fault, the clergy 


and laymen of the Diocese will assist in making the lists complete and correct. 


Perhaps it will not be amiss to quote in this place from a note at the head of 
the lists of 1865, written by the Secretary of that time. ‘‘The dates of incorpora- 
tion and admission of the older Parishes in the following list, though sought out 
with great care, are quite imperfect. No record is found in the Journals of the 
HCIMIS SUOM MMOL) Meret. cokes Sele St. Mark’s, Le Roy; St. Luke’s, Rochester; Zion, 
Avon; (the three last organized in 1817, and admitted, probably, in 1818), nor 
even of Grace, Lyons, reorganized in 1838.’’ The request was then made, as it 
is now, that ‘‘Corrections and additions which may be obtained from Parish 
Records’’ be forwarded to the Secretary, to aid in preparing more perfect lists

Whereas, The Roman Curia has set forth a decree entitled ‘‘Ne 
Temere,’’ which decree is intended to affect the rights of individuals 
entering into marriage relations with members of the Roman Communion; 


and 


Whereas, The Church in this Diocese, while not intending to criticise 
the wisdom or the motives of a sister Communion with which it has so 
many beliefs in common, deprecates any action which may tend to unsettle 


the stability of the marriage relation; and 


Whereas, members of this Church are, or may be, affected by such 


decree; 


Resolved; That this Council requests the Bishop to appoint a com- 
mittee consisting of two clergymen and three laymen learned in the law 
to investigate and report to the next Annual Council of this Diocese on 
the situation created by the promulgation of the decree ‘‘Ne Temere’’ 
so far as it affects the Church in this Diocese and individuals as members 
thereof, and as citizens; and such committee is directed to make such 


recommendations as may appear in its judgment to be wise. 


The Secretary presented the Report of the Treasurer of the 
Diocese, and, on motion, it was referred to the Finanee Commit- 
tee. The Secretary also presented the Report of the General 
Clergy Relhef Fund, and, on motion, the Report was referred 
to the Standing Committee on Clergy Relief. 


The Rev. W. A. R. Goodwin presented the following resolu- 
tion which, cn motion, was referred to the Committee on the 
State of the Church. | 


Whereas, .At the meeting of the General Convention held in Cincin- 


nati in October, 1910, the following statement is contained in the Report 
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of the Special Committee as to a Conference on Faith and Order, i. e., 
‘We believe that the time has now arrived when representatives of the 
whole family of Christ, led by the Holy Spirit, may be willing to come 
together for the eonsideration of questions of Faith and Order. We believe, 
further, that afl (hristian Communions are in accord with us in our desire 
to lay aside self-will, and to put on the mind which is in Christ Jesus our 
Lord. We would heed this calf of the Spirit of God, in all lowliness and 
with singleness of purpose. We would place ourselves by the side of our 
fellow Christians, looking not only on our own things, but also on the 
things of others, convinced that our one hope of mutual understanding 


is in taking personal counsel! together in the spirit of love and forbearance.’’” 


‘*With grief for our aloofness in the past, and for other faults of 
pride and self-sufficiency, which make for schism; with loyalty to the 
truth as we see it, and with respect for the convictions of those who 
differ from us, holding the belief that the beginnings of unity are to be 
found in the clear statement and full consideration of those things in which 


Wwe are one.”’ 


‘¢Whereas,’’ (to quote further from the same report), ‘‘ There is 
to-day among all Christian people a growing desire for the fulfillment of 
our Lord’s prayer that all His disciples may be one, that the world may 
believe that God has sent Him.’’ 


And whereas, The following preamble and resolutions were offered by 
the Bishop of Atlanta, and the resolutions adopted by the House of 
Bishops, to wit: 


‘*Whereas, The Bishops of this Church have watched with interest 
and growing appreciation the recent plan and method of securing co-" 
opera in prayer and labor in behalf of the world-wide extension of the 
Kingdom of our Blessed Redeemer, and the acceptance by a multitude 
of Christian men of their responsibility for the promotion of Christian 
Missions; and, 

_ Whereas, The Laymen’s Missionary Movement has proven most effec- 
tive in creating enthusiasm for the greatest cause of all, in stimulating 
the zeal and devotion of all those who are associated in this movement, 


and does, moreover, in its inclusiveness and in concerted expression present ~ 
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grounds of hope for Christian unity on the lines of our Blessed Lord’s 


great prayer for this object; therefore, be it 


Resolved, That the House of Bishops puts on its record its admira- 
tion of the results accomplished by the Laymen’s Missionary Movement, 
and its earnest desire that the principles embodied in the Movement may 
abide, prosper and prevail, to the breaking down the kingdom of sin, 
Satan and death, and to the enlargement and upbuilding of the Kingdom 
of Christ our Lord, to the deepening of love and devotion and to the 


uniting of all Christians in faith, charity and worship. 


Resolved, That in pursuance of our former resolution, the Chairman 
of this House appoint as a Committee of Godspeed for the Laymen’s Mis- 
sionary Movement, five Bishops to convey to this association of men the 
assurance of our best wishes for their progress and permanent success, 
to be a Committee of Counsel and Advice to Churchmen and other workers 
in this Movement who may desire their aid, and to report to this House 
from time to time such matters of special interest as may develop in 


connection with the Laymen’s Missionary Movement for Christian Missions. ’’ 


And whereas, On the report of the Joint Commission on Christian Unity 
the following statement is made, to wit: ‘‘It seems to us that keeping aloof 
cannot bring nearer that day for which we long and pray, and by the 
manifestation of such spirit we might neglect a great opportunity which 


God is giving us.’’ 


And whereas, The statements and resolution of the General Con- 
vention, and of the House of Bishops, have been brought to the attention 
of the Council of the Diocese of Western New York, duly assembled, 


now, therefore, be it 


Resolved, That, as a Council, we place ourselves on record as in full 
Christian sympathy with the mind of the Church as thus expressed in and 


through her General Convention. 


Resolved, That the Clergy and Laity be urged to pray daily for the 
unity of God’s Church, and for peace among the nations of the earth; 
that, so far as they can do so, without compromising in any way,the Faith 


and Order of our Church, they seek to co-operate with other Christians in 
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promoting truth and righteousness through the extension of the Kingdom 
of God at home and abroad,—that peace and unity may be established 
and extended among all, ‘‘who profess and call themselves Christians,’” 


and to the uttermost parts of the earth. 


The following motion of the Rev. Dr. Hakes was referred 
to the Standing Committee on Social Welfare: 


Resolved, That this Council recommend to the New York State Depart- 
ment of Education the consideration of the need of systematic instruction 
in sex hygiene and physiology, and that the Secretary of the Council be 
and hereby is instructed to communicate with said State Department of 


Edueation informing it of our action, 


The Rev, Mr. Duff presented the following — resolution, - 
which, on motion, was referred to the Standing Committee on 
Social Welfare, with the request that the Committee report at 
three o’clock this afternoon: 


Whereas, It pertains to the Chureh to work for the coming of God’s 


Kingdom among men and the accomplishment of God’s will on earth, and 


Whereas, It is evident that this consummation includes every depart- 


ment and sphere of man’s life, and 


Whereas, No sphere is farther reaching than the Industrial in deter- 


mining the mental and moral condition of men in society, 


We therefore feel called upon as Churchmen in Council assembled to 
urge upon our State legislators the enactment of laws whose enforcement 
would ameliorate conditions which now work social harm. Specifically 
among others we would urge the passage of laws providing for an increase 
of inspection to insure the protection of employees against fire and unsani- 
tary conditions at their places of work; an increase of inspectors to enforce 
the. child-labor law; the passage of a law limiting the labor of women 
employed in factories and stores to not more than ten hours; the amend- 
ment of the State Constitution so as to permit of a workingman’s com- 


pensation act on the principle of. that recently declared unconstitutional 
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by the Court of Appeals; the amendment of the State Constitution if notes: 
sary, or if not necessary, the enactment of legislation embodying the senti- 
ment expressed in the following paragraph. taken from the report of the 
Social Service Commission of the Diocese of Milwaukee,—‘‘'We believe that 
the discretion reposed upon our Courts to issue injunctions is one that has 
been sadly abused, and that the responsibility for a process so delicate and 


capable of such far-reaching mischief is not sufficiently safe-guarded.’’

REPORT. 


The Committee on Clerical Stipends was organized pursuant to the 
resolution of the Council of 1910 to refer the subject of Clerical Stipends 
to a committee of five (5) with instructions to make a thorough investiga. 
tion of conditions in the Diocese; to tabulate the information obtained; 
and to present it to the Council of 1911 with such recommendations as they 


deemed necessary. 


Your Committee reports that it has issued eighty-six (86) letters of 
inquiry and has received sixty-four (64) replies. A tabulation of these 
replies is appended to this report and we recommend that the tabulation 
be filed but not printed. 

Your Committee concludes from this tabulation that the average Cleri- 
cal salary of this Diocese,—while not more meagre than in other Dioceses,— 
is, nevertheless, smaller than what has become to be known as ‘‘a living 


wage, ’’ 


In view of the standard of living and the standards of work which are 
demanded of the Clergy, there is a lack of thought and consideration and 
wisdom on the part of the laity in regard to Clerical stipends which is 
most deplorable. That a man who is constantly worried by the impossibility 
of making both ends meet; who cannot get access to stimulating books; 
who is often imperfectly nourished; cannot give the spiritual and mental 
leadership expected of him is a foregone conclusion. While the cure of 
this evil rests largely with the Laity, your Committee believes that this 


Council ean by appropriate legislation set a standard up to which the 
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Church in this Diocese can be led. Your Committee therefore presents the 


following resolutions and respectfully moves their adoption: 


I. Resolved, That there be inserted in Title I, Canon II, Section 6, 


the following Subsection 5:— 


No church shall be admitted into union with the Church in this Diocese 
as 1epresented in the Council except a ceitificate from the Bishop be sub- 
mitted to the Couneil certifying that he has received satisfactory evidence 
that such church will pay its Rector,—if married and if situated in a 
country-town,—a salary of at least $1,000.00 per annum, and a rectory, or 
house-rent in lieu of a rectory; or, if such Rector be unmarried, that it 
will pay him a salary of at least $800.00 per annum, or, if such Church 
be iebed in a city, that it will pay its Rector, if married, a salary of at - 
least $1,200.00 and a rectory, or house-rent in lieu of a rectory, or 
$1,600.00 without a rectory or house-rent in lieu of a rectory; or, if 


unmarried, a salary of at least $1,000.00. 


Il. Resolved, That it is the sense of this Council that the: Missionary 
Boards of the two Archdeaconries should adopt the policy of giving up 
stations that are so weak as to make it impossible to pay the Missionary- - 
in-charge a living wage; using the money saved thereby to bring up to the 
norm the salaries of those clergy who minister to the stronger missions. © 

That this Council believes thet. the Board is justified in using the 


money entrusted to them in such a way that the Clergy who come under 


their jurisdiction have proper compensation. 


That the Council believes that it is better to abandon a field that makes 
proper compensation impossible than to perpetuate four (4) or five (5) 
weak Christian bodies in a town, with a like number of insufficiently 


paid clergy. 


III. Resolved, That it is the sense of this Council that provision 
should be made for a Sustentation Fund in the Diocese to be raised and — 
distributed at the discretion of the Bishop and Standing Committee in such ~ 
way as to bring up, where necessary, the salaries paid by churches at 
present in union with this Church to the standard prescribed in the amend- 


ment to the Canon as above set forth, and that by the adoption -of this 
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resolution, this Council gives to the Bishop and Standing Committee author- 
ity to make such provision.

which the Standing Committee on Missions is hereby specifically authorized 


to enact. 


The Chicago Plan of Missionary Organization is set forth in the fol- 
lowing Canons, adopted by the Chicago Diocesan Convention in May, 1910.

‘“A Clerk, a parish treasurer and a missionary treasurer, who may or 
who may not be members of the vestry, shall be annually elected by the 
vestry, who shall serve until their successors in office are chosen, and 
such missionary treasurer may be either a man or a woman. 

The missionary treasurer shall take charge of all missionary offerings, 
and make remittances monthly, or at least quarterly, to the treasurers of the 
Diocesan Board of Missions, and of the General Board of Missions, respec- 
tively, of all moneys received for the said boards of missions. He shall 
also receive and dispose of all extra-parochial offerings received by him 


and transmit the same to the proper beneficiaries. 


A committee, to consist of not less than three persons, nor more than 
one person for every thirty communicants, in each parish and mission, 
including in case of parishes not less than one member of the vestry, shall 
be appointed in each parish or mission by the rector or priest in charge, 


to be known as the Missionary Committee. 


It shall be the duty of said Committee to keep themselves informed of 
the mission work of the Diocesan and General Boards of Missions, their 
needs and requirements, and to that end the rector of each parish is urged 
to establish Mission Study Classes, so that said committee and other mem: 
bers of the parish may be advised as to the mission work of the Chureh, 


both Diocesan and General.’’

The Committee on Finance has examined the Report of the Christmas 
Fund, and the Report of the Treasurer of the Diocese, and find the same 


to be in order. The investments of the Christmas Fund appear to be of an 


ie 
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excellent character, and the cash on hand ($903.12) is a satisfactory show- 
ing. All this was to be expected from the care devoted to the Fund by 


the Treasurer. 


The Report of the Treasurer of the Diocese seems also to be correct, 
in every particular, and presented. with the greatest clearness, The small- 
ness of the sums contributed for missions is probably to be accounted for 
by the fact that many parishes send their offerings direct to Mr. George 
G. King, the General Treasurer. The Committee suggests that a note te 


that effect be added to the Report in the Diocesan Journal.

Bishop's Hnnual Hododress. 


Reverend Brethren, and Brethren of the Laity : 


May God, the Holy Ghost, unceasingly guide and aid in 
all our thought and speech and action here. This is the utter- 
ance that I feel constrained first to give to your ears. With- 
out His Presence—sought, realized, honored—our labor will be 
of poor result. With it, unholy ambitions, unjust prejudices, 
insincere devices, personal pride of opinion, will have no place 
among us. The glory of God, the honor of tlre Saviour’s Church, 
the good of all mankind, these shall, then, be the dominating 
forees which shall show pre-eminent claim among us. So we 
shall do acceptable service and maintain the glory of Him who 
is invisible. 


Hecrological 


It is with a profound personal sorrow that I give recital of 
the names in our Episcopate, which no longer stand on the roll- 
call of the House of Bishops. No year, in my remembrance, has 
presented a longer line of these Right-Reverend Fathers who 
have gone forth from Diocesan cares and anxiety to the Para- 
dise rest. A glorious band of God’s men were they. Burning 
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hearts still lingering amid the shadows of time, feel the glow 
that their high zeal and sanctified lives inspired. Worn but 
stedfast, ardent but peaceloving, human but godly, they have 
gone from our eyes; but a trail of light streams behind; their 
good works do follow them, and they abide forever. 


Let us turn our eyes backward, gaze upon these conse- 
crated lves of His Aposties and ‘‘yield most high praise and 
hearty thanks to Almighty God for the wonderful grace and 
virtue declared in these His saints who have been the chosen 
vessels of His grace and-the hght of the world in their several 
generations. ”’ 


I turn first to the name of WILLIAM PARET’,, D. D., 
Bishop of Maryland for more than a quarter of a century. All 
who knew him recognized one who loved his Faith and _ his 
Church. For them his life was lived, and in them he died, loyal, 
consecrated, a defender to the last. He had no sympathy with a 
Churchmanship that manifested individualism, either in excess 
or defect of teaching or devotional practice. ‘‘To the law and 
to the testimony’? was ever his watchword, ever his personal 
governing principle. In the Church’s commands to him he 
heard the Master’s own voice. That created in him a supernal 
awe and affection and reverence toward Jesus. His Saviour 
spoke to him and he must obey. He saw and adored his 
Redeemer in and through the Body. To serve the Church, to 
vindicate and protect its good name, its claim, its authority, its 
order, was the unerring aim and the high delight of all his years, 
He was bold, and he was honest, and he was strong, and he was 
humble, and he was true in all such labor and conflict. Indiree: 
tion and evasiveness and insincerity as to parish administration 
or doctrinal teaching or ritual observance, by any under his 
Episcopal governance sorely wounded his brave heart. I say 
again, he was an honest, courageous man, with the single aim 
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—to serve the Lord Christ. And this is said by me because 
I knew well his spirit and his character, sitting by his side, as 
I did, generally, in the House of Bishops. 


One of the tenderest memories that lingers with me regard- 
ing anybody touches my last intercourse with him on earth. It 
was during August, 1910, in the city of Munich, Germany, that 
we came together, in the Providence of God. Ours was a sweet. 
communion. The Church’s defense and its honor; ‘‘the comfort: 
of a reasonable, religious and holy hope;’’ the need of watch- 
fulness of new and specious movements, the tendency to trample 
down old land-marks and overturn the logical and the rightecus. . 
walls of separation between us and those alienated from us; 
the great peril to religion of combinations that are sensaticnal 
and revivalistic and that have the histrionic woven into their 
texture; the serious: evil attending any surrender of principles 
or any of the distinctive features of our divine organization for 
amiability’s sake, or aS eompromise, or for a sentrmental or a 
temporary union—these, and many themes which concern per- 
sonal religion and a sound piety and an unbetrayed Church, and 
the surrender of Christ-given trusts, filled our sacred day cf 
communion one with another. Besides, there were the confi- 
dential Episcopal communications which made me a wiser mam. 


Not long after our meeting abroad, he came home, only 
to depart soon for the Father’s home. On no death-bed has a 
braver, kindlier, more consecrated, more Saviour-loving Bishop 
fallen asleep in -esus. 


CHANNING MOORE WILLIAMS, D. D., one time Bishop 
of China and Japan, is the next name in the ranks of the Epis- 
copate that I would present. The driving throngs and the fresh 
movements of the Church had hurried on and left this godly and 
modest and well-learned servant of Gcd in the secluded nook, 
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where he felt that “‘in peace and quietness he might show 
Strength, and have strength.’’ For long years after resigning 
his post he shed influence and radiance among Japanese Chris- 
tians, who saw in him their gentle prophet. He taught, he 
guided, he strengthened. The Cress and the Crucified he held 
up before their wondering eyes and their’ wavering hearts. 
Many in that materialistic and fatalistic island-nation of the 
Orient, found comfort and a steadied faith in the gentle converse 
and the quiet living of that self-effacing and self-denying Bishop 
of the Church of God in their midst. When he died Japan lost 
a good friend and its Christian sons a wise and unselfish coun- 
sellor, and its Church a modest Father-in-God, 


A great man, although one seldom thrust before the public 
eye and rarely on his feet in the House of Bishops, was the 
Right Reverend OZI WILLIAM WHITTAKER, D. D., fifth 
Bishop of Pennsylvania for upwards of a quarter of a century, 
and Diccesan of the Missionary District of Nevada for seventeen 
previous years. Thus for forty-two twelvemonths he carried 
a Bishop’s burdens, and often, very often, ‘‘endured hardships 
and fought a fight’’—the good fight of faith. He was placid 
and quiet in manner. Not often did he lift up his voice in our 
eouncils. But his utterances told when they were given and 
his wisdom moved his brothers. It is in that higher Council- 
Chamber of the Church as it is elsewhere, that the too-ready 
tongue and the frequent speech is but the mountain torrent 
in its redundant overflow, tearing away the confining banks 
of a sound discretion. Oh! that many of the sage orators of 
our day would stay the pent-up eloquence with which they 
themselves are carried away, without bearing others along in the 
torrent with them, and trust to the calm river of thought which 
holds the treasure and wisdom in at the heart. Pardon the 
digression, 
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It is the testimony of all that Bishop Whittaker governed 
wisely in a singularly difficult field, that he administered with a 
kind heart. But there was the firm hand and the determined 
will, when he felt that duty called. He was patient. There 
was: need for it often. He was tolerant, but he had convictions. 
He was wounded sometimes, by defiant clergy, who forgot ordi- 
nation-vows, and would not obey their Bishop. In such cases 
he counselled, admonished, directed. Then if there was unfilial 
action he, in meekness, [eft men to their own wrong devices. 
His heart was sick; but he prayed for them, disobedient as they 
were. Some of his sorrows I know. They came of wilful neglect 
of his fatherly counsel and entreaty by his own sons in the 
Gospel. Many another bishop has such burdens to bear. 


I should fail to do full honor to that godly man were I to 
omit allusion to his career as a Missionary Bishop. It was 
heroic. It bristled with hardship. It brought furrows to the 
brow. But its gentleness; its absolute trustfulness of the 
Saviour; its incessant toil; its crystal sincerity won the hearts 
of hard men and stirred consciences that had been asleep for 
years. The rude miners out of the deep pits of Nevada’s silver 
stores came to reverence and to love that calm quiet Bishop who 
moved among them with a tender heart and an honest word of 
Christian sympathy. A life of variegated experience, self-for- 
getting, unostentatious, simple-hearted, ronsecrated, Godly— 
this was the record of that fifth Diocesan of the large Diocese 
of Pennsylvania. 


We now turn to the genial Bishop of Rhode Island, Right 
Reverend WILLIAM NEILSON McVICKAR, D. D., whose 
Episcopate covered only twelve years and a half. He was an 
excellent preacher and an able man. His small diocese admitted 
of his performing considerable work for the General Church, 
and so he was very useful in his relation to the Board of Mis- 
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sions. His culture and his studiousness gave him good stand- 
ing among many people who were prominent in his Diocese as to 
station and wealth. He was one of that type of Churchman 
denominated ‘‘broad,’’ and encouraged and demonstrated per- 
sonally a so-called hberality among the parishes of Rhode Island. 
He was a man of generous heart and of kindly sympathy, and 
labored for social uplift and fer civie righteousness, and fought 
manfully some battles in their behalf. 


In Right Reverend EDWARD R. ATWILL, D. D., Bishop 
of Kansas City, we had a strong man intellectually and spiritu- 
ally, and one that exhibited a very calm and uneventful Epis- 
copate. He lived to do his duty in his Diocese, amonz his people, 
in the vineyard where God had summoned him to labor. After 
a few years of devoted self-sacrifice, amid endurances, with 
much unresponsiveness, illness came, and from time to time 
oreat feebleness; but he struggled on, year after year, a suffer- 
ing man until death came. He was God’s own servant, ‘‘ faithful 
unto death.”’ 


After a brief Bishop’s career of about eight years, the 
first Bishop of Western Massachusetts, Right Reverend DR. 
ALEXANDER HAMILTON VINTON, went to his rest. For 
many years he was Rector in All Saints’ Church, Worcester, 
Mass., immediately succeeding that great preacher and pastor 
Reverend Dr. Huntington, of Grace Church, N. Y. During his 
rectorship there Dr. Vinton wrought a splendid work and estab- 
lished successful Missions here and there in the adjoining terri- 
tory. He was another of the quiet-mannered, infrequent speak- 
ers, in our House. But his influence was not without its rich 
strength thereby. Composed, direct, manly, gentle-tongued, he 
achieved more then in ‘‘the multitude of words’’ regarding 
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which the wise man declares with such meaning sarcasm, ‘‘ they 
are not without sin.’’ His short Episcopate was crowned with 
success and men honored their serious-minded unostentatious, 
yet discreet, Bishop in Western Massachusetts. 


My record of departed Right Reverend brethren closes with 
the brief story of the Right Reverend, the Bishop of Haiti, 
JAMES THEODORE HOLLY, D. D. He was a colored man 
and he was a learned man. A college graduate and a seminary 
oraduate, he came to the work of the Ministry with full equip- 
ment theologically, and with a more than ordinary general 
eulture. 


For thirty-six years he stood at his post amid rebellious 
changes of government, financial distress and political cyclones, 
undeterred and undismayed. Disappointments and discourage- 
ments and disaster came to that isolated Church of the negro 
again and again, but the captain remained at the helm true 
and brave till the ship righted anew. His was no enviable post 
of labor. He was no life-at-ease incumbent. In the House of 
Bishops his voiee gave utterance to sage speech and to elegant 
speech. And we listened in surprise and delight as with highly- 
refined but modest rhetoric he read a report, gave information, 
or pleaded for his people. Those who knew him honored him 
for his character and his grace. May his successor be as wise 
and good as he. The negro’s skin did not forbid the sound 
throbs of a holy heart beneath. African descent was no dis- 
qualification for the Episcopate. It was a white soul that 
burned under the outer man. Was he not in a similar case 
to St. Augustine of Hippo? May our Church ever give honor 
and place to our faithful brothers of the black skin and may 
racial lines be no bar to Christian brotherliness between us and 
them, while time shall endure. 
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I ask you again, my Brethren, to join in memorial devotions 
agreeably to our custom, all rising, to utter the Articles of our 
Holy Faith in the Nicene Creed. 


Peace and Unity 


There are two loud voices sounding in our ears today. 
There is the ery of the great fermenting world, in its struggle 
and its waste and its overturnings and its panics and blood, 
for Peace. And there is the panting, passionate prayer of the 
religious world for Unity. Each should have our zealous help 
and our heartfelt sympathy. But they are not new calls to the 
hearts and consciences of the human world. The Church has 
been yearning for this inter-National harmony and: this unified 
Christendom threugh all the years of its corporate life. Nay! 
she has been tellmg to the poor erring world all along in prayer 
and anthem and litany the sin of war, the need of a brother- 
hood of men. I hear her, in ecstacy, at the Altar, when her 
children have partaken of the heavenly food crying ‘‘Glory be 

to God on high and on earth peace, good will to men.’’ I see 
her as she bows the knee, chanting ancient litany ejaculations, 
and beseeching ‘‘that it may please Thee to give to all nations 
unity, peace and concord.’’ I see her as, with lowly voice, she 
pleads for the rulers of our land, entreating that ‘‘all things 
may be so ordered and settled by their endeavors upon the best 
and surest foundations that peace and happiness, truth and 
justice, religion and piety may be established among us for all

generations.’’? I hear her when in hymnal strains she would lift 
up our hearts, giving these majestic words to our voices’ 


utterance: 


“CQ God of love, oh! King of peace 
Make wars thro’ out the world to cease; 
The wrath of sinful man restrain. 

Give peace oh! God give peace again.’’ 
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And so she teaches and so she beseeches in ltany and lec- 
ticnary and liturgy. Her longing cry is for the blessing of 
peace on struggling nations and on poor troubled hearts. It 
is no new invention of a modern day, no fresh humanitarianism, 
—this yearning for peace. It is the keynote of the Incarnation ; 
it is the solemn search and supplication of this Branch of the 
Catholie Chureh of which you end I are members. Our infant 
tongues lisped it in carol and prayer, our grey manhood covets 
it as our Mother, the Church, in her worship and in her stand- 
ards ring it out. Peace conferences and Carnegie endowments 
and Hague tribunals and a President cf the United States, have 
not alone turned the world’s thought to peace—did not origi- 
nate the spirit of peace. Before these men saw the world’s 
light, the Catholic Church, with ceaseless voice, was calling the 
nations to ‘‘beat their swords into ploughshares and their spears 
into pruning-hooks and to learn war no more.’’ The royal title 
of Him who is the great Head of that Holy Church is ‘* Prinze 
of Peace.’’ It is Re‘igicn’s ery. It is God’s voice speaking to 
the hard hearts and the wrong passions of men, through his 
Church, as His Son did in that raging storm on Galilee, saying: 
‘*Peace be still.’’ 


Let us, then, each as Christian men refrain not to join in 
the Church’s daily versicle: ‘‘Give peace in our time, O Lord.’’ 


And as to Christian Unity, this Church has been hoping for 
that, pleading for it, planning for it, praying for it, since the 
day that it was born. Prayer-Book and Praise-Book, solemn 
sacrament or simple service, all bespeak it or bewail its lack. 
What more majestic supplication has the Church ‘anywhere 
ferged on its anvils of devotion than that wail and passionate 
intercession in that collect of the Church, ‘‘O God, the Father 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, our only Saviour, the Prince of Peace; 
give us grace seriously to lay to heart the great danger we are 
in by our unhappy divisions. Take away all hate and prejudice, 
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and whatsoever may hinder us from eodly union and concord: 
that as there is but one Body and one Spirit, and one hope of our 
ealling, one Lord, one Faith, one Baptism, one God and Father 
of us all, so we may be all of one heart and of one soul, united in 
one holy bond of truth and peace, of faith and charity, and may 
with one mind and one mouth glorify Thee, through Jesus 
Christ, our Lord.’’ 3 


But you will say, perhaps, ours is not a prevailing prayer, 
and you ask, is it heard? And is it sufficiently real? And 
are we sufficiently humble? And are not our claims presump- 
tuous in shutting the doors to any compromise, to any conces- 
sion, to any gracious conference? The graciousness, the recog- 
nition of holy living in our separated brethren, clasped hands 
for moral uplift—these are exemplified generously, affection- 
ately in our declarations officially published,—in our personal 
intercourses generally. They are courteous, they are Christian, 
they are duty. | 


But let us ask what are we? Ministers of Christ, and, as 
such, Trustees. No trust may be wasted or surrendered to any, 
on any terms, but those that attach to it? Otherwise dishonor 
taints forever the name of the man or of the body 
so betraying the confidence of the donor. We have a 
heritage from the Master and His twelve. That can 
be administered only according to His will. All species 
of schemes may be devised, and concordats proposed and 
irenicons formulated; but this Church has a preface to its 
Ordinal. That is its voice, its standard, and none may depart 
from the action or non-action it demands or declares, <A clergy- 
man here and a clergyman there may strain and warp the 
language, in a vain endeavor to explain. it away. A Bishop 
here or a Bishop there may, with amiable purpose, declare his 
willingness to surrender our distinctive characteristics for the 
sake of Christian unity, or to practically amalgamate our Mis- 
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sions with other denominational Missions, in foreign fields, im 
the interest of comity. But there is a law more binding and 
higher than their wills, forbidding any such compromise or 
surrender. Unity may come some day, but it can only be estab- 
lished on the basis of Christ’s religion and that..embodys His 
Church with that which appertaineth thereunto. — 


It is good that the General Convention appointed a Commis- 
sion of both houses having for its purpose the assembling of a. 
World’s Conference on the two great subjects of Faith and. 
Order. It is a proposition to bring commissioned and repre- 
sentative experts together to confer. No legislation is mtended. 
No Chrstian body will be inextricably involved or compromised. 
Prayerfully and earnestly and learnedly it is proposed, with — 
affection, to consider the Christian world’s differences, and to 
reach, if possible, a common perspective of the concerns of 
God’s Church. Unlike the sporadic and ephemeral and exciting 
and whirlwind movements of this particular time that have 
filled the air with dust and blinded men’s eyes, we will have a 
ealm, sober, slow, serious effort to approach the condition of 
a Christian unity in this God’s world. We will hope large 
things. We will pray for rich results. We will patiently abide 
the Lord’s day, and the Lord’s will. In the reverend petitions 
of our Holy Book of Prayer we will plead, ‘‘O Almighty God, 
who hast built Thy Church upon the foundation of the Apostles 
and prophets, Jesus Christ Himself being the chief corner-stone: 
Grant that by the operation of the Holy Ghost all Christians 
may be so joined together, in unity of spirit and in the bond of 
peace, that they may be an holy temple acceptable unto Thee.’” 


Clerical Stipends 


I cannot refrain from again alluding to the theme of 
Clerical salaries—their insufficiency, their unworthiness. May 


I not challenge attention on the part of all our laymen to this _ . 


serious defect In our system? Are they aware that the ordinary — 
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carpenter or house mason receives wages which eclipse the 
salaries of a large proportion of. the clergy? Are they aware 
that conditions which are insuperable preclude the minister of 
a parish from adopting the simpler style of livmg which, how- 
ever, 18 in complete harmony with the mechanic’s domestic 
order? Are they aware that practically there is a legislated 
standard: which is demanded by society, regarding the cond 
tions that shall govern in a minister’s home and household? He 
cannot live in a tenement-house. He may not dress in duck 
and overalls. He must deck his family in other than common 
materials of the cheap and nasty sort. He must pay his bills 
promptly. His rectory must be adorned with comfortable para- 
phernalia, as well as show neatness. All this needs money, as 
well as labor. This cannot be obtained through secular pursuits 
as addenda for income. Their time is yours,—all of it. It can- 
not honestly be otherwise employed; but their labors in your 
behalf should be requited justly. In too many parishes today, 
the compensation of the pastor is inadequate. It is impossible to 
““make both ends meet.’’ What is the need? A larger liber- 
ality on the part of the people toward the Church’s support,— 
especially in the direction of the salary of the shepherd of the 
flock, 


We have improved, considerably, in this Diocese during the 
past year. Several of my Reverend brethren have spoken to 
me with joy and thankfulness of increased income through the 
better gifts of their people. I too was glad—very glad—as I 
heard of the gracious and helpful kindness of their people. 
In some instances, with sparkling eyes, and a wholesome pride, 
a vestry here and there has gladdened me by giving information 
of increase made in the salary of their rector, since our last 
Council met. 


In many a parish and mission, I rejoice to state here, the 
Thanksgiving-Day offering, which is a gracious expression of a 
congregation’s appreciation and affection for the Rector, was 
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doubled and trebled this last year. In many places it seemed @ 
revival of consciences, a new sense of the obligation of God’s 
people toward the men of God who minister in holy things and 
impart to thenr the ‘‘Bread of Life.’’ I, as your Bishop, desire 
here, my brethren of the laity, to express my profound eratitude 
for your consideration of, and kindness fo, those consecrated 


servants of our Masters who “‘labor among you, and are over you 
in thé Lord.” 


A Committee was appointed last year to give consideration 
to the whole subject of the salaries of the Clergy and to report 
to this Council. I have not seen their report, but I feel sure 
that its spirit and infcrmation will lead us to graver and more 
thorough and sympathetic thought and action in this momen- 
tous concern. So I leave the matter in your hands. It has laid 
heavily wpon my heart. 


Tbe De Lancey Divinity School 


A few words respecting the DeLancey Divinity School will 
not be out of place in the Bishop’s Address. Its history and its 
variegated past is known to you. For years it limped. along, 
having little stimulus from the Diocese. At one time its student- 
roll was reduced to one person. But it has put on new life in 
the recent years. An earnest corps of lecturers who come from 
their parishes, having practical problems to unfold to students 
as well as theology to teach, an enthusiastic Warden constantly 
en the alert for its interests and the increase of its student- 
ranks, a sound curriculum of studies give it a modern spirit 
and an inspiring tone. Hence the numbers have reached seven, 
eight, and more, af one time, receiving the rich instruction of 
my Reverend brethren who have consented to couple this exact- 
ing duty with their parish demands. It is general comfort to 
me that such men, emerging from the thick of the every-day 
conflict of parochial cares, made awake to the ages’ demands by 
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unrest, and the world’s anxieties, and the world’s suffering, are 
willing, at their Bishop’s summons, to undertake such useful 
and blessed work for the Master’s Church. So, men of business 
seeking the Ministry; so Ministers of the denominations wishing 
for the Mother possessing primitive truth and the Apostolic 
heritage, find a haven of retreat while they prepare to put on 
the Church’s white robes. ao

My diary shows the Episcopal duties performed during the 


year to be as follows: 


Four children received Holy Baptism at my hands. I offi- 
ciated at one marriage service and at two funerals. I laid the 
corner-stone of cne church. I dedicated one new church and 
consecrated another. Four priests were ordained by me and 
one Deaton. In the case of one of these ordinations I acted. 
at the request, and in behalf of, another Bishop. It was my 
privilege to preside at fifty-three different meetings in the inter- 
est of Diocesan affairs and of Missionary concerns. During the 
vear in an Episcopal way, that is, as the Pastor pastorum, I 
had busmess and spiritual interviews with one hundred and 
seven different groups of clergymen or laymen in the Diocese. 
There were, likewise, fifty-five different conferences on matters of 
more or less gravity,—some of them indeed involving serious 
questions of law or prerogative or trusteeship or Christian 
honor. A Bishop, in a Diocese like this, is not—as he has been 
designated in ancther Diocese, disrespectfully and irreverently, 
—‘‘a mere Confirming and Ordaining machine.’’ He has per- 
* sonal and official responsibilities and duties and habilities which 
he alone can shoulder. They are many, but they are sacred for 
they are for God’s honor and work; and so to the heart of him 
who carries the burden, they are precious and they are a privi- 
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lege. I officiated and made addresses on the occasion of their 
Commencements at two Church Schools in the Diocese and at De 
Veaux and Hobart Colleges. I was in my place, at times, when 
meetings of the trustees of these Institutions were held. I have 
been present at two sessions of DeLancey Divinity School and 
addressed the students. I have also attended frequent meet- 
ings of the ‘‘Church Charity Foundation’’ in Buffalo, as Presi- 
dent of its Board of Trustees. We have a Church Home in 
Rochester for aged people and for orphans and half-orphans. 
To that the Bishop has no official relation,—a eondition which 
is un-Churehly and abnormal. He is zalled ‘‘ Visitor,’’—a posi- 
tion, if it be a position—with no defined duty, responsibility, 
rizht or privilege. I have appointed one Committee of Invest- 
igation and received and acted on their report in the course 
of the year. I have deposed one Clergyman from the Priest- 
hood. The services at which I have officiated of Morning or 
Evening Prayer, not to include those of the Holy Communion, 
number one hundred and_ seventy-eight. The sermons 
delivered were one hundred and thirty-one; and the addresses, 
on different occasions of Confirmation or otherwise, number 
one hundred and forty-two. Confirmations were held on one 
hundred and two oceasions, in as many different places. The 
humber receiving the Laying on of Hands was one thousand, 
five hundred and twelve, over two hundred and forty more than 
last year, and the largest number in any year. 


It was also my privilege in the course of the year, to take 
part in the Consecration of the first Suffragan Bishop of the 
Church in these United States, and to join in the service at the 
Conseeration of a portion of the Cathedral of the Diocese of 
New York, 


So the bare skeleton of the Episcopal labors is presented 
to you. There are inner histories and spiritual confidences and 
sweet records that are not for the common gaze or the ordinary 
world’s scrutiny, any more than that fair tress of hair, or that 
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miniature of a dear one departed, worn next your heart, is for 
the curious eye of the passing man. <A Bishop’s life is not 
all business cares and officialism. -He has a near cure of souls 
too, and it is a larger parish than any largest one in his Diocese, 
so far as relation of soul to-soul goes. His spiritual help is often 
sought by parishes in difficulty, or by individuals troubled by 
the excess or the defect in the carrying on of the Church’s 
worship. The longer I live the more I am convinced that the 
peace of Christ’s flock is only conserved by literal obedience to 
the Church’s law and its worship as set forth in Canon and 
rubric, and by the absolute abstention from attitudes and ges- 
‘tures and ornaments not definitely prescribed. No man’s lberty 
is thus invaded. He is simply showing his recognition of the 
““majesty of law.’? He stands then on an impregnable rock. 
None can move him or assail him. He can then ever appeal ‘‘to 
the law and the testimony,’’ and have a safe refuge in that 
high and unconquerable fortress. I am speaking thus to my 
~ Reverend brethren, in all of whose flocks I have partnership 
with them, and with their people brotherly fellowship, and for 
them fatherly love, and guidance too. 


The General Convention 


Our General Convention, of course, had interest for the 
whole Church while in session, last October. Its. action, still 
‘stirs thought and provokes discussion, as to some of its phases. 


General Missions 


Is the new Missionary Canon an advance, or is it a mistake? 
It is surely so radical, that it can, as yet, be called an experi- - 
ment. To my mind it has some weaknesses. But we will all 
with all our might strive to help the cause. Machinery which 
is partially inapt, will not mar or starve our loyalty to the 
humanity needing our help and hearts. And so, I am con- 
strained afresh, to ask your hearing for the Church’s Missions. 
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‘Forward movement’’ is the battle-cry from the Missions- 
House. And we should respend with warmth of zeal. A stand- 
ard of giving has been set for us, and our purpose should be 
to reach our goal. But it is only by unanimous, unwavering; 
endeavor that the end may be achieved. Hach Mission as well 
as each largest parish, has responsibility for the work, and only 
by the giving of all shall our Lord’s desire be fulfilled. It rests 
on the shoulders of the layman as well as the clergyman. Duty 
heth at the door of every child of God. And duty does not 
end with the loosening of the purse-strings, or the clapping 
of hands at an eloquent period in the bright address after the 
Laymen’s Missionary Movement dinner. The Mission-fields 
want your. money and need your prayer, and.this double offering 
of devotion and gift should be bestowed on the Western hamlet, 
or the Indian camp, or the negro village, here at home, as well 
as on colleges, hospitals and churches for African, Chinaman, 
or Philippino. Let us have a right perspective of the Mission 
cause. An unregulated, tidal-wave of enthusiasm for the seg- 
ment of a work too often harms the great cause in the whole. 
Foreign Missions have not the sole claim upon our sympathies 
and upon our money. This was one of the serious defects of 
the Laymen’s Missionary Movement, not to speak of very grave 
lacks ‘in other directions. The sensationalism, the excitement 
and the dinner woven in to its texture, have diminished instead 
of increasing the zeal and the giving of the laity over the country 
for Missions. 


Our own deficit is about $200,000.00. It is, however, the 
deficiency accumulation of two or three years. Our increase this 
year is hear:y $50,000.00 beyond the amount of last year, af 
have read the figures correctly. 


Some of us who have passed through revival-seasons, in the 
past, looked for such an outcome as possible. The deadly feature 
of it all is that after the devastating prairie fire has burned over 
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the soil, baked earth results which is untillable and unproductive 
for a long period of time. God forbid that such a fate shall be- 
fall His Vineyard in this world at this time. But this is a 
momentary digression. . 


My purpose is to speak and exhort you regarding your high 
privilege as members of this Episcopal Church, not denomination, 
not Protestant sect, as we have been miscalled, in the recent past, 
through our relation with a certain organization, in the matter of 
spiritual help to our brother-men in many parts of our world. 


The Church, through its Board of Missions, asks of every 
parish periodic giving by every man. It rightfully demands— 
for our representatives created the present machinery and man- 
ned it—that we supply the fuel for the work. It rightly demands 
that business order and healthy law of action control in our 
efforts, as a Diocese, and as separate parishes to increase the 
exchequer of the Missionary Society,—of which Missionary 
Society, every baptized man here is an honored member. "This 
is his birthright, because the new-birth at the Font constitutes 
him a member of the Saviour’s Church, and by its charter that 
Church is the great Missionary Society. Its Head issued the mar- 
date as he returned to His Father, ‘‘Go ye into all the worl] 
and preach the Gospel to every creature, baptizing them.’”’ 


I now commend to you for action, as well as consideration, 
plans suggested by the Board of Missions which, if adopted, 
will make more real the direct relationship of every man or 
woman to the Church’s Missionary work. It is not based on 
sentiment alone. It says to each, respecting his privilege and 
duty toward the holy work, ‘‘thou art the man.’’ It would 
organize, without cumbersome machinery, a Missions Committee 
everywhere, a weekly offering everywhere, through the duplex 
envelope or otherwise, a distinct, separate, responsible treasurer, 
who has interest in the cause, everywhere. I will not recite the 
details of the new plans proposed, but “‘I now earnestly ask 
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every clergyman in charge of a congregation to form a mis 
sionary committee of men to aid him in enlisting every member 
of the congregation asa supporter of the Church’s Missions by 
regular prayer and systematic gifts.’’ This is the bald statement 
ef my urgent, anxious desire as your Bishop. I expect hence- 
forth in my visitation to add a question to my ‘‘Catechism for 
Vestrymen,’’ as I have called it, on this subject. 


Farther suggestion and help in this behalf can be secured 
from the Missions House. Without doubt them plans hav 
already reached all the clergy. 


Marriage and Divorce 


Another marked feature in the General Convention’s work 
was the action of the House of Bishops on the subject of the 
sacredness and indissolubility of the marriage bond. It was 
direct and clear-cut and decisive. It was in the form of a canon 
and ran thus, ‘‘No minister knowingly after due inquiry shall 
solemnize the marriage of any person who has been the husband 
er the wife of any other person then living, from whom he or 
she has been divorced for any cause arising after marriage.’? A 
long, earnest discussion arose and when the vote was taken the 
result showed that forty Bishops were opposed to its adoption, 
but forty-seven in favor. It is but right that I add here that 
several of my Right Reverend brethren, who would have giver 
their votes, enthusiastically, for the proposed Canon were not in 
the House at the time. The Bishops’ Canon was sent to the other 
House, but the lateness of the time prevented their concurrence. 
But, the Church may well rejoice in this brave and determined 
course of our ‘‘Upper House,’’ against a hideous, enormously | 
increasing vice, and in its firm voice in behalf of purity, and of 
God’s first institution established on earth—the Family. I 
never felt happier in my place in the House of Bishops, nor more 
hopeful for the victory of right in the world, than when the 
result of that vote was declared. The world looks on and be- 
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holds that body of consecrated men speaking from the highest 
seats in Jesus Christ’s holy Church and undismayed and regard~ 
less of the favor of men or the fear of them, telling the race of 
mankind that divorce is sm. The declaration from such exalted 
authority must have influence on the opinion and the decision 
of people everywhere. God be praised. Many felt that the 
Holy Ghost was with us, in that hour, of a truth. Similar 
action may not be taken three years hence by the other house. 
The laity, as in the past, may rise up against it, and Slay it. It 
is in God’s hand. But, your Bishops have spoken. The leaders 
of the Church are in the van with lifted-up banners. <A loud 
voice has come forth from that closed chamber. Its demand is 
for righteousness, for purity, for the unbroken household, for 
clean lives, for loyal love, for the holy family, , 


The Girls’ Friendly Soctety 


The friends of the ‘‘Girls’ Friendly Society’’ have good 
reason to rejoice at the splendid reception given by the members 
of that great organization in this Diocese, to the large number 
from hither and thither in the land, who honored us by being 
present at the National Convention held in the City of Buffalo 
last Autumn. The presence of the learned and famous Lord 
Bishop of Salisbury, England, who was then a guest at the See 
House, and of the Bishop Coadjutor of Toronto, Canada,— 
each of whom gave charming addresses,—made the meeting phe- 
nomenal. The Bishop of Milwaukee, who preached the sermon, 
helped to the enthusiasm of the gathering also. I am gratified 
at the strength of this organization within our borders. We 
have twenty-two branches with a total of one thousand, six 
hundred and ninety-six members. The offerings of the members 
during the year have been as follows: |

receiver; that tf recognizes its partnership in the affairs of the 
Church of God. F commend its spirit and its work, and I re- 
joice, genuinely, with all who are interested in its projects for 
the good success that has attended it and them, 


St. Andrew's Brotberbood 


St. Andrew’s Brotherhood has a new and living interest: 
for the Diocese this year, in view of the fact that its Annual 
Convention will be held in the City of Buffalo next October. I 
trust the attendance of our Churchmen will be large and reeu- 
lar at the meetings, for the encouragement of those who honor 
us by coming to speak of the things that belong to the Kingdom, 
as well as for our own uplift and for the stirring of our souls 
to higher and larger service. There is an apathy which seems 
to have fallen on Churehmen, as well as the members of the 
denominations, all over the face of the country, that needs to be 
driven away. If the coming of this Convention to our doors, will 
rouse to new life those who are asleep among us, if they are 
asleep, we shall take new courage. It is the Church’s—this 
Church’s—organization, and so its spirit and its work among us 
shall be in the Church’s way. With that dominating tone we 
shall give our hearty help and hearing to its voice, and our ¢€0- 
operation and our welcome shall be in the spirit of a living love. 


De Veaur College 


De Veaux College merits our hearty consideration. Agreea- 
bly to the decision of this Council legislation was secured at 
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Albany empowering us to re-open a pay pupil department. At 
the commencement of the Autumn term, four pupils were 
entered on the basis of $500.00 per year, each. This action was 
not taken however, until conference was held with the Standing 
Committee of the Diocese, and their decision rendered, as to the 
amount of the guarantee fund for each student which they 
would require. The sum is $500.00. The resolution passed at 
the last Council gave them power so to determine. As the 
result the ‘‘Old Boys’’ subscribed the sum of $2,000.00, which 
was paid into the treasury of the College for the protection of 
the endowment against loss. Of course, in addition to this the 
tuition fees for the students were added, making $2,000.00 
more. The new work therefore has been launched under most 
safe auspices, and the usefulness of De Veaux has been increased 
to a corresponding extent, Thus is fulfilled the wish of the 
founder, that the Institution reach as many young people as shall 
lie in our power to reach. It is important that I should add to this 
good record of our new work that the ‘‘old boys’’ went farther 
in their geneous zeal, and they, with the Head Master, who 
has given sound help to the movement, raised $2,000.00 more to 
be expended on repairs and in such matters aS gave more 
efficiency to the College. Thank God that our earnest endeavor, 
as a Diocese in behalf of the boy, has been crowned with so 
cheering and absolute a success. Has not the time come for us 
to appeal to rich men in the Diocese that our endowment may 
be enlarged, and that more foundationers may be blessed by 
coming within our walls to receive fu!l equipment for useful 
lives? Will such not stretch out their hands to us? 


The Bible 


This is Bible year. The three hundredth anniversary of 
that Sacred Book’s translation into our tongue, by those learned 
doctors of our Mother Church, should give us pause—pause for 
rejoicing, for meditation, for thanksgiving. What a source of 
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comfort to millions it has been through these three centuries of 
its existence! What a strength to the nation! What a power 
for domestic happiness.’’ What a euide in morals! What a 
fortress of wisdom! Whata fountain of joy! In its pages the 
eooling shadow of Christ’s great cross falls upon us for our 
soothing and rest. Its varied volumes show us the Father’s 
face looking down in pity on His poor troubled child. The cloud 
sweeps away as we search its deeps and sacred mysteries show 
their hidden splendor, Golden doors are opened in its sacred 
allegory and in the bright light within we behold the Kimg in His: 
beauty. 


T need not dwell on its marvellous power and majesty in 
words of my own. I turn to the questioning Huxley, and I find 
his voice testifying to its sacred charm and its uplifting force. 
Says he, ‘‘For three centuries this book has been woven into the 
life of all that is best and noblest in English history. It has 
become the national epic of Britain, and is familiar to noble 
and simple, from John O’Groat’s House to Land’s End, as Dante 
and Tasso were onee to the Italians. It is written in the noblest 
and purest English and abounds in exquisite beauties of a merely 
literary form. By the study of what other book could children 
be so mueh humanized, and made to feel that each figure in that 
vast historical procession depicted on its pages fills, like them- 
selves, but a momentary space between the two eternities, and 
earns the blessings or the curses of all times according to its 
efforts to do good and hate evil, even as they also are earning 
their payment for their work. The testimony of the learned and 
the great in these last three hundred years is in the same strain. 
William H. Gladstone, Prime Minister of England, called it 
‘““The impregnable Rock of Holy Seripture,’’ and found argu- 
ments for liberty, for the rights of man, for justice to the down- 
trodden in its golden pages. Sir Walter Scott with his own pen 
in his own Bible inscribed these reverent lines: 
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“Within this awful volume lies 
The mystery of mysteries, 

Happiest he of human race 

To whom God has given grace 

To read, to fear, to hope, to pray, 

To point to Heaven and learn the way; 
And better had he ne’er been born 
Who reads to doubt or reads to scorn.”’ 


‘When England’s king is crowned in Westminster Abbey 
month hence, the ceremony which gives finish to the Act o 
Coronation will be the laying reverently upon the Altar of a 
copy of the Holy Scriptures, which is then taken therefrom, by 
the Archbishop of Canterbury, and placed in the hands of the 
newly crowned King, while he utters these reverend words:

‘Our gracious Sovereign! We present you with this Book, 
the most valuable thing that the world affords. Here is wis- 
dom: this is the royal law: these are the lively oracles of God. 
Blessed is he that readeth and they that keep the words of this 
book: that keep and do the things contained in it. For these 
are the words of eternal life, able to make you wise and happy 
in this world, nay, wise unto salvation: and so happy for ever- 
more, through faith which is in Jesus Christ, to whom be glory 
forever. Amen.”’ 


So the nation of England still, before all the world. gives 
its solemn seal and imprimatur to the greatness and holiness and 
helpfulness and truthfulness of God’s Holy Word. Coronation 
ceremonies, that were quaint, have been changed and the corcna- 
tion oath has been altered and coronation emblems, that were 
obsolete have been abolished; but the Bible and the honors to the 
Bible and the testimony to the Bible stand, the crowning fin- 
ish of the crowning of the King. The destructive critics may 
assail; the ephemeral sciences and scientists may attempt sap- 
pers’ and miners’ unloyal or malicious work, the obscure agnos- 
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tic may have his Gallio-sneer, the puny bramble-bush of the 
desert may lift its head against the towering cedar of Lebanon— 
but the calm voice of England’s people on the solemn day when 
the monarch of four hundred mil:ion subjects puts on the crown 
in that venerable Christian temple which stood on the Isle of 
Thanet with its unbroken gongs and psalms and supplications 
for eight long centuries shall not cease to speak its reverent 
awe, and its holy faith in the Holy Scriptures. The Bible then 
shall rest on its world-governing throne, the altar of the hgh 
God. I cannot refrain, in drawing this portion of my address 
to a close, from quoting a testimony to the glory and the power 
of our English Bible in its supreme influence on the social life, 
on the literature, on the religious instincts of the English 
people, It is the witness of that famous Roman ecclesiastic— 
once the son of our Mother Church of England, the author of 
‘‘O, Paradise’’ and of ‘*Hark, hark, My Soul,’’ Frederick W. 
Faber. Says he, speaking of the ‘‘Anthorized’’ version, ‘‘It 
lives on the ear like a music that can never be forgotten, lke 
the sound of Church bells the passer scarce feels he can dis- 
obey as they call to prayer. The memory of the dead passes 
into it. The potent traditions of childhood are stereotyped in 
its verses. It is the representative of a man’s best moments. 
All that there is about him of soft and gentle and pure and 
penitent and good speaks to him forever out of his English 
Bible. It is his sacred guide; and in the length and breadth 
of the land, there is not a Protestant with one spark of religious- 
ness about him whose spiritual biography is not in his Saxon 
Bible.’’ Brethren, I have thus turned your thought to the Holy 
Seriptures with a solemn purpose in view. The Holy Bible, 
today, is to too many of our people a sealed book, a neglected 
book, a forgotten book. To many a college-girl it is an obsolete 
thing; to many a college-boy it is a subject for jibe and jest. 
Professors’ chairs, and so-called advanced pulpits are hurling 
their javelins against its invulnerable armor and alas! too many 
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of the people love to have it so. You and I may, by the grace 
of God, turn somewhat the tide in this matter of Bible neglect. 
I hereby seriously and earnestly in the name of God request of 
each one of my clergy that he establish in his parish a league 
for the study of the Bible,’’—regularly organized—containing 
some of his best and most influential parishioners. I request 
that its meetings be held at regular and frequent intervals. I 
request that, if possible, the Rector be its chairman and teacher. 
I request that the study be not given to the fauna and flora and 
rivers of the Bible, not to its skeleton, to its externals, but to 
its divine and to its helpful instruction for the soul, to its mar- 
velous inner and deeper meaning, to its sweet comforts, to its 
rich learning, to its holy revelation of wisdom for the world. I 
would have it enthroned, as were those Holy Scriptures at the 
Council of Nice, in hearts, as arbiter, counsellor, teacher, King. 
I request that even if encouragement be slight, and interest cold, 
at the outset, that my Reverend Brethren persevere. I am not 
asking for regular sermons on the subject, but for plain, honest 
conferences and instructions, for the giving out of his heart to 
the people on the part of the pastor of the treasures of God’s 
Word he has won, the things new and.old which have enriched his 
own soul and life. Have you ever read that significant and help- 
ful injunction spoken to the newly-consecrated Bishop as the 
Bible is laid in his hands, he kneeling before the Altar? ‘‘Give 
heed unto reading, exhortation and doctrine. Think of the 
_ things contained in this Book. Be diligent in them, that the in- 
crease coming thereby may be manifest unto all men; for by 
so doing thou shalt both save thyself and them that hear thee.”’ 


Shall we not all obey this solemn admonition, laymen, 
priests, bishop, alike? 


I have one other request to make in this connection. It is 
that we all, brethren of the clergy, commemorate this ter-cer 
tenary year of Bible revision by preaching earnest sermons on

it, the spiritual manual for the world, when the second Sunday 
in Advent comes—the Church’s day for giving honor to the in- 


spired Word. Let us speak with emphasis, 


Conclusion 


So this address ends. I would that I had time to enlarge 
upon the present state of religion in our country. There is 
much to grieve over in the neglects, the denials, the denbts, the 
open defiances of the average man. Too much is pleasure ana 
gain and sin holding the hearts of men! The material, the 
earthly the evanescent, are the forces that dominate in many 
communities and many households with a sceptre of iron. The 
Church has revolutionary work to accomplish. It has a ring- 
ing message to give. It has a banner which summons loyal 
legions to rally and to strike for righteousness and holiness 
among the sons of men. As I close here, let that beautiful 
prayer, coming down through many Christian ages to us, and 
used constantly, at its devotions, behind the closed doors of the 
House of Bishops, give sweet tune and tone to our thoughts and 
lives evermore: ‘‘ Bless, O, Gracious Saviour thy Holy Catholic 
Church; -fill it with truth and grace; where it is corrupt, purge 
it; where it is in error, direct it; where it is superstitious, rectify 
it; where it is amiss, reform it; where it is divided and rent 
asunder, heal the breaches of it, O, thou Holy One of Israel, 
through Jesus Christ, our Lord.’’

The Standing Committee herewith reports its official acts for the 


Diocesan year 1910-11: 


May 31st, 1910. The Committee met and organized by the election 
of the Rev. J. A. Regester, S. T. D., as President, and the Rev. Walter 
North, L. H. D., as Secretary. 


Assessments were fixed at two per cent. for support of the Episcopate, 


and one per cent. for Diocesan Expenses.

The Rev. W. S. Barrows, M. A., President, and Mr. 8. Wallaee Demp- 
sey presented the following memorial from the Finance Committee of the 


Eoard of Trustees of De Veaux College: 


To the Standing Committee of the Diocese of Western New York: 


The undersigned, the Finanee Committee of De Veaux College for 
Orphan and Destitute Children, which has been duly authorized by the Board 
of Trustees of said college to obtain the permission of the Standing Com- 
mittee to take pay pupils into said school, hereby represent to your Com- 
mittee, that there has been at this time a guarantee fund of two thousand 
dollars ($2,000.00) raised and paid into the treasury of the school. 


After careful consideration of the matter, in our opinion said sum is 
more than sufficient to protect the College from any encroachment upon 
its income for the purpose of contributing to the support of the pay pupils. 
We desire your permission at this time, with this fund, to take four pay 
pupils at the opening of the school in the fall of 1910, and thereafter 
to add one pupil for each five hundred dollars ($500.00) which shall be 
added to said fund. 


We beg your Committee to give this matter your earliest consideration,

Report of the Warden. 


To the Board of Edueation of the Diocese of Western New York: 


The Warden of the De Lancey Divinity School respectfully reports 


as follows: 


During the year covered by this report the students who completed 
the curriculum of the Junior Year have continued with us and are now 
concluding the studies of the Middle Year, viz.: Arthur F. Lowe and 
Frank J. Angel, of Buffalo; Harlow B. Raymond, of Rochester; and 
George Alexander Perry and Walter A. Render, both of the Diocese of 
Central New York. 
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Mr. Angel has been admitted to the Diacorate by Bishop Walker; 
Mr. Perry has been ordered Deacon and Mr. Render hes been ordered 
Deacon and advanced to Priesthood by Bishop Oimsted, all within the 


year. 


John ©, Donnell, a graduate of Hobart College and a candidate for 
Holy Orders from the Diocese of Los Angeles, and Charles A, Dowdell, a 
graduate of Keuka College, who began his candidacy in the Diocese of 
New York, and has been transferred to the jurisdiction of the Bishop of 
Western New York, have been pursuing and are about completing the 


studies of the Junior Class. 


Besides these James M. Sebring, of Wolcott, entered the same class, 
but found it necessary to continue the preliminary studies. He hopes te 


be able to re-enter his class in October, 


Mr. L. J. Haley, of Syracuse, a graduate of Syracuse University and 
a candidate for Holy Orders in the Diocese of Central New York, is, under 
my direction, pursuing his studies in private, and expects to be examined 


for admission to the Middle Class in October. 


Other than these above mentioned are five young men, residents of 
Buffalo, who are taking a course of study, outside this School, in prepara- 
tion for admission as candidates for Holy Orders, one or more of whom 
may be able to enter upon the work of the Junior Class at the opening 
of the Fall term. 

There is a probability, therefore, that we shall have three classes 
(Junior, Middle and Senior), under instruction next year. This will require 
a readjustment of the Lecture Schedule, a session of three days instead 
of two, as heretofore; additional time and labor on the part of the 
gentlemen associated with the Warden in a work which we view with 


increasing interest, and some slight additional expense. 


The Warden has to record the resignation from the Chair of Dog- 
matics, of the Rev. Walter Roberts, on account of his removal from the 
Diocese. His going from us is a very distinct loss to the School. The 
lectureship thus vacated has been filled by the appointment of the Rev, 
Asa Sprague Ashley. 
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The work of the year, on the part of the Lecturers has been earnest, 
thorough and interested; and, for the most part, the students have well 
responded to their efforts. Aside from the personal equation, the advance 
in the work is largely due to the fact that the lectures, recitations and 
quizzes are now held monthly instead of bi-monthly, as in former years. 
It is, as was foreseen, thus possible to better sustain the interest in the 
subjects taught from one lecture-period to the next; to keep the students 
busy at the assigned work during the shorter intervals, to increase the 
entire efficiency of the School and therefore to make it more ‘‘ worth while’? 


to young men asking what we had to offer. 


The expense incurred in the more frequeut coming together of lecturers 
and students, will be seen, on comparison, to be but little in excess of 


that of other years, while the gain has been beyond computation in figures, 


The Bishop’s visits to the lecture-room are always welcomed, he having 
some timely topic to bring to the notice of those assembled. This suggests, 
as an advance step, that a part of one evening in each session should be 
set aside when the students might be brought together to fisten to an 
invited speaker, approved by the Ordinary, expert in preaching, rendering 


the service, Pastoral work, Missions, Sunday Schools and kindred subjects. 


The Warden must here bear witness to the unfailing courtesy with 
which he has been treated and to the sympathetic support which he has 


received both from his associates in the School and from your Board. 


There have been added to the Library during the year, by gift, Bishop 
Williams’ ‘‘Church of Sweden and the Anglican Communion’’; Durning- 
Lawrence’s ‘‘ Bacon is Shakespeare’’; Dr. Waterman’s ‘‘God’s Balance of 
Faith and Freedom’’; and Wright’s ‘‘ arly Prayer-Books of America,’’ 
grateful acknowledgment of which is hereby recorded. The Warden was 
put in possession of a set of Sadler’s ‘‘Commentary on the New Testa- 
ment,’? and Geikie’s ‘‘ Hours With the Bible,’’ to be given to persons 
connected with the School. The gift so made has been greatly appreciated. 
Seventy-one volumes have been purchased, of which the greater number 


were text and reference books.

Of the $100.00 granted by your Board for the purchase of books there 
remains # balance in bank of $1.63. This balance remains, not because 
the grant was larger than could be used, but because the balance was not 
large enough to purchase books for which students are now waiting. It is 
kept in hand to add to a grant of not less than $125.00 for which the 
Board is now asked. This is in excess of last year’s appropriation, but 
more students are expected, and the grant of last year was not sufficient 
for oux actual needs. Attention is again called, in this connection, to the 
appeal printed in the School Catalogue, for gifts toward an endowment 
fund of $5,000.00 for the Library. The School has no collection of large 
works of reference such as are to be found in most Seminaries, and is 
almost destitute of the more valuable works of theological writers. Gifts 
for purchases in these directions from interested church people would be 


greatly appreciated. 


The family of the late Rev. James Rankine, D. D., has recently 
presented to the Library a framed photograph of their father, the first 
Head of the De Lancey Divinity School. It is most desirable that a 
Catalogue for 1911-12 should be issued in the early autumn. Many enquiries 
are made for our Catalogue and many exchanges are requested. The 
Catalogue should be ‘‘up-to-date’’ and many changes have been made since 


our last was issued, few copies of which remain on our shelves. 


Your Warden had the privilege of being, at his own expense, present 
at the ‘‘Conference of Faculties of Divinity Schools,’’ held in the Berkeley 
Divinity School, Middletown, Conn., April 20-21. Six of our theological 
schools were represented at that conference, interesting and instructive from 
every point of view, and opportunity was seized to give information and 


to correct some wrong impressions regarding our own institution. 


There has been received since May 1, 1910,-by draft from the Secretary 
of the Board of Education, for lectures and other incidental and petty 
expenses, the sum of $390.00, being only $55.18 more than was received 
for the corresponding period and purposes last year. This sum does not 
include the special ‘‘honorarium’’ to the lecturers of $700.00, which passed 


through the Warden’s hands June 2, 1910, but does not form part of the 
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regular expenses of the School. Neither does it include the grant of 
$100.00 for books, all of which has been expended exeept the $1°63 above 
mentioned, Of the $390.00 above reported, $28.22 was returned to the 
School by the Bishop of Central New York for expense ineurred on 
behalf of his students. In addition to the above, $12.77, the remainder 
ef the income from the Swift Book Fund was paid to the Warden for 
books purchased, by Mr. J. W. Mellen, Treasurer, and $23.00 was received 
for books sold te graduates of the School.

Report of the Archdeacon of Buffalo. 


The Rt. Rev. Wm. D. Walker, D. D., LL. D., Bishop of the Diocese :— 
Rev. Father in God : — 


Your Archdeacon respectfully tenders this, his eighth annual, report 
of the missionary work performed during the past year. There are many 
subjects engaging the mind of the Church at this time, but the one matter 
of vital importance at all times, and especially to us as an Archdeaconry, 
is that of Diocesan Missions: by which is meant the extension of the 
Church within the boundaries of the seven counties in the Western part of 
the State. We find we have within our borders: Parishes, thirty-five; 
missionary parishes, twelve; parochial missions, fourteen; organized mis- 
sions, fifteen; stations, four. The whole number of communicants, sixteen 
thousand, three hundred and twenty-eight. The number of families, nine 


thousand, nine hundred and fifty. 


Your Archdeacon has visited regularly during the year, at stated times, 
the following places, holding services, celebrating the Holy Communion, 
and performing the duties of his office: Parishes, Angelica, Belmont, 
Ellicottville, Irving, Perry, Randolph, Silver Creek and St. Philip’s, Buffalo, 
Organized missions: Angola, Belfast, Belvidere, Bolivar, Brant, Corfu, 
Darien Center, East Randolph, Forestville, Franklinville, Gowanda, Ham- 


burg, Little Valley, Sinclairville and Springville. 
Stations: Alden, Allentown, Brocton, Hinsdale.

The Deaf Mute work is in charge of Rev. Mr. Smiclau. There are 
other missions within the Archdeaconry which are cared for by Rectors of 


parishes without looking to the Board for any help: 


St. Mark’s Chapel, Buffalo, under the Rector of St. Mark’s; St. 
Clement’s, Holy Communion, St. Bartholomew’s, and Orchard Park, 
under the Rector of St. James’, Buffalo; Kenmore, under the Reetor 
of All Saints, Buffalo; Depew, under the Rector of St. Paul’s, Buffalo; 
Epiphany, under the Rector of St. Simon’s, Buffalo; Roland, under 
the Rector of St. Jude’s, Buffalo; Brookside, Oleott and All Saints, 
Lockport, under the Rector of Grace Chureh, Lockport; Ripley, under 
the Rector at Westfield; Boaidmansville, under the Rector at Olean; 


Echota, under the Rector of St. Peter’s, Niagara Falls. 


Another year’s work has passed and its record, as usual, is one of 
success and encouragement. Some progress has keen made and some 
aggressive work accomplished. During the year nine different missions 


have been filled with excellent men by the Bishop. They are as follows: 


The Rev. A. A, Murch, in charge of Warsaw and Attica. 

The Rev. G. A. Harvey, in charge. of Perry. 

Tho Rev. J. H. Herendeen, in charge of Angelica and Belfast. 
The Rev. R. D. Baldwin, in charge of Bolivar and Allentown. 
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The Rey. F, A. Ransom, in charge of Gowanda and Hamburg. 


The following places had a_ weekly night service during Lent by 
visiting clergymen: Angola, Brant, Corfu, Darien Center, Ellicottville, 
Gowanda, Hamburg, Irving, Sinclairville and Springville. The Archdeacon 
was thereby able to give more frequent services, an? minister to other 


missions, through the help of his brother clergy. 


The Bishop visited eight places during the year and the offerings 


were devoted to the Education Fund. 


Thirteen places contributed to the Christmas Fund. Ten places paid 
the apportionment to General Missions. Nearly every place met the pledge 


for Diocesan Missions. 


Your Archdeacon desires to express his thanks to the Bishop of the 
Diocese for his fatherly advice and counsel, afforded at all times, which 


has helped him greatly in doing the work at hand. 


To the reverend clergy for many services rendered by them in severrl 
missions during Lent, wherein some fifty-five services were read and sermons 
preached, and many miles traveled, hearty thanks are hereby tendered to 


each and every one who had part or lot in giving these Lenten services. 


To the Superintendent and members of the Laymen’s League, of 
Buffalo, your Archdeacon feels grateful—to each one who has helped with 
him and labored in the seven missions during the year with gratifying 


results. 


To the Woman’s Auxiliary your Archdeacon desires to express his 
thanks for special help and interest in behaif of the Indian work at Brant, 
and for the gift of fifty dollars to sustain the work, and for another gift 
of one hundred dollars for aggressive work on the Reservation during the 


year. 


To the Babies’ Branch your Archdeacon also desires to express pub- 
licly his thanks for their continued help and interest in the Indian work, 


and the gift of a baptismal font for the mission at Bolivar. 
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The usual number of mite-boxes were sent out to the children of the 
Sunday Schools for the Advent offering. The amount received from this 
source was aver three hundred dollars, and a part was devoted toward the 


erection of a chapel at Angola. 


The Rev. Mr. Smielau, the Missionary among the Deaf Mutes, has” 
during the year continued his good work among this afflicted people - 
within the bounds of the Archdeaconry. Your Archdeacon has had occasion 
to note this good work, which is deserving of our help and encouragement 


in his arduous field.

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Report of the Archdeacon of Rochester. 


For the Year ending May Ist, 1911. 


Rt. Rev. Father in God and Brethren of the Clergy and Laity: 


To one engaged in work as widely scattered and varied in character 
as that in the Archdeaconry of Rochester, calling as it does for much 
dissipation of energy and expansion of affection, there often comes a 
vivid realization of the expansive power of God’s affection and of the 
meaning of the expression ‘‘God so loved the world.’’ It seems natural 
for us to lose sight of the universality of the Divine love, of which ours 
should be a copy, and to seek to concentrate our time and affections upon 


one object or person, or upon some particular field of activity. 


In the work of the parish priest this tendency takes form in paro- 
chialism, or in a larger sense, it may become manifest in our devotion 
to some special mission field of the Church, of which we have read or 
heard much, and which for the time being, has become for us something in 


the nature of a fad. 


In the mission work of this Archdeaconry your Archdeacon has to 
contend, both in himself and in others, with this tendency to localize. From 
the nature of his office he must avoid concentration and become all things 


to all missions, 


If an interest is to be aroused in the general work of the Church, that 
work must be presented to the minds of the people in a realistic manner. 
They must be trained to look beyond the narrow confines of their own 
immediate surroundings. If they are in any measure to comprehend the 
omnipresent love of God they must in the same measure have a Godlike 
conception of the world’s need, and of the purpose and mission of the 
Church. 


This is a day when it pays to advertise, and in this, as in many other 
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respects, ‘‘The children of the world are in their generation wissr than 


the children of light.’’ 


Nothing so enlarges and broadens the life of either an individual or 
an organization, as an expansion of affection. The mission, like the parish, 
ean find its life only as it loses it in the larger life of the general church, 
it can be made rich only as it learns the Christian law of increase, ‘‘ Give 


and ye shall receive.’” 


It should be a source of joy to every follower of the Lord Jesus 
Christ to note how in our day, God’s all inclusive love is permeating the 
life and activity of the Church, checking its congrecational tendencies 


and enlarging its vision. 


While, as we have stated, we should train ourselves and our people to 
take a wide and comprehensive view of the Church and her mission, yet 
we should not Iet this larger view prevent our taking note of the work 


lying at our feet. 


The Scriptures warn us against the neglect of those of our own house- 
hold, the larger work we cught to do, but we must not leave the other 


undone. 


As with other things, so with missions, distance seems to Jend 
enchantment, there is a sort of halo about.the head of one who labors in 
a foreign field which is not apparent when we view the prophet who, with- 
out honor, Iabors in less romantic surroundings in his own country and 


among his own people. 


In our newly awakened enthusiasm for the extension of our Lord’s 
Kingdom in other lands, we have need to remember that it is at our own 
firesides that workers are trained who go forth to teach others, and, if 
we are to meet the demands now being made upon us, and those yet to 


come, we must maintain our recruiting stations at home. 


With the increasing tide of immigration flowing in upon us from 
other lands, a large percentage of it ignorant of our civil and ecclesiastical 
laws, and antagonistic to much that as a nation and people we hold 


sacred, it behooves us to look well to the support of our home missions. 
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In the midst of the materialistic and skeptical tendencies of our time, 
the faith of our own people needs to be strengthened that they may 


eontinue to feed others. 


For these and other reasons which might be enumerated, your Arch- 
deacon feels justified in asking for the future a larger share of your 
interest and sympathy in the mission work of the Archdeaconry. During 
the past year three priests have been added to our working force, and 
another is soon to be with us. The missions in the Archdeaconry are 
better and more satisfactorily served than at any previous time during the 
seven yeais that your Archdeacon has been in office. Regular Sunday 
services are now held at all of our important missions, and three others 


are soon to be provided for. 


Notable advance has been made at Charlotte, Fairport and Wolcott, 
and the time seems to have arrived for us to secure a footing at Despatch. 
Several chuich families have of late moved into the town, some of whom 
attend the services held in Fairport. Over one hundred houses are to be 
built in this village the coming year, and a large increase in the population 


is expected. 


With the Bishop’s approval, a call has been extended to the Rev. 
Harris B. Thomas, of Georgia, to the churches at Sodus and Sodus Centre, 


and he expects to take charge the first of June. 


The Mission at Sodus Point will for a time become a peti charge, 
as its connection with Sodus seems no longer desirable. Your Archdeacon 
has had it in mind to make of Sodus Point a place of retreat during the 
summer months, for those of the clergy in the Archdeaconry whose salaries 
will not otherwise permit them to take extended vacations at the lake. 
My idea is to secure a building site, and by popular subscription obtain 
funds to erect thereon a cottage for the use of the clergy and their 
families for periods of two weeks each, each clergyman to conduct the 
Sunday services in the church during the time of his occupancy. This 
plan has the approval of the Bishop, and the church people at Sodus Point 
have received the same with enthus:asm. I hope to accomplish this in the 


near future. 
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Mr. John ©. Donnell, our lay reader at Dundee and Dresden, has 
continued his faithful and acceptable ministrations to these places. 

Mr. Harlow Raymond, who has also assisted me with lay services is, 
with the Bishop’s approval, about to take up work at Nunda and Hunt’s, 


near which plaees he expects to reside this summer. 


We hope in the near future to be able to put ordained men into these 
fields, but for the present they must be content with lay services and 
occasional celebrations by the Archdeacon. Both Mr. Donnell and Mr. 
Raymond are looking forward to larger usefulness in the ministry of the 
Church. | 


Except for celebrations of the Holy Communion the personal ministra- 
tions of your Archdeacon have been less numerous than in former years. 
Nearly all baptisms and candidates for confirmation have been turned over 
to the priests in charge of the various mission stations. The three priests 


added to our working force have made it possible for him to do this. 


The salaries of our missionaries have been increased so that now each 
is receiving either eight hundred and fifty dollars and rectory, or eleven 
hundred dollars and no rectory. Yet, in spite of the good showing made 
during the past year the money received from our parishes and missions 
has been less than that received during any year since I have been your 
Archdeacon, and, but for the surplus on hand at the end of last year, 


your Missionary Board would now be financially involved. 


The Advent offering of our Sunday Schools has, however, shown an 
increase of some forty dollars over last year. But the work of the Arch- 


deaconry is a man’s work, and it should not be left to the children. 


Your Archdeacon has reached tke limit of his ability to curtail expenses, 
and unless a more generous response is made the coming year we must eall 


in some of our forces, 


I dislike to end my report with this discordant note, hut as your 
special agent in the field I am here to give you a true picture of conditions 


financial and otherwise as they exist and not a highly colored chromo. 
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We have a larger work awaiting us, and the time and care of your 
general missionary should not be absorbed in simply maintaining our 


present positions. 


During the past seven years many of our weak and struggling missions 


have become strong. 


St. Thomas’ and the Church of the Ascension, Rochester, have become 
independent parishes. St. Stephen’s, which four years ago was well nigh 
extinct, is now in a flourishing condition and is about to become independent, 
St. George’s, Charlotte, is seeing the necessity of enlarging its building, 
and St. Luke ’s, Fairport, which for twenty years maintained a feeble 
existence, has rebuilt its church building and is now in a highly prosperous 


condition. 


The church building at Wolcott has been completed and a mortgage 
of six hundred dollars reduced to two hundred. During the past year, 
under the Rev. Mr. Gales, this Mission has taken on new life, and the 


services are well attended. 


The ancient church building at Hunt’s has been removed and recon- 


structed on a more desirable site and along more churchly lines. 


The church building at Nunda has in the last few weeks received a 


new roof and other improvements and repairs are about to be undertaken, 


These are some of the material results accomplished during the past 
seven years, while the love. and affection bestowed upon your general 
missionary, as he goes from place to place, leaves him to hope that his 


labor in things more enduring has not been in vain in the Lord. 


Trusting that the future may have in store for us still greater fields 
of usefulness, and a larger sense of personal responsibility for the exten- 


sion of our Lord’s Kingdom, the report is respectfully submitted.

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Report of the Missionary to Deaf Mutes. 


To the Right Reverend William D. Walker, D. D., LL. D., Bishop of 
Western New York, 


Reverend Father in God: I herewith submit my annual report as 


your Missionary to Deaf Mutes: 


During the year services were held and visits made at Buffalo, 
Rochester, Geneva, Watkins, Niagara Falls, Olean, Pittsford and East 
Aurora, Regular Sunday services were held in St. Luke’s, Rochester, and 
in Trinity, Buffalo, once each month on Sundays, and the Holy Communion 
was administered at each place on alternate Sundays. The attendance at 
the evening services was larger than in any previous year. At Rochester, 
a Bible Class meets three Sundays in the month from September to June, 
with an average attendance of fifteen. Social gatherings and literary 
meetings are also held monthly at Buffalo and Rochester. The people are 
happy to have these privileges, and it has been a great pleasure to notice 


the harmony and unity in their work. 


Summary of work: Services held, 54; celebrations of the Holy 
Communion, pubhie, 10; private, 7; pastoral calls, 126; offerings at 
services (for travelling expenses), $76.30. Ten dollars were con- 
tributed towards Diocesan Missions. ‘The Rev. Dr. Hubbs buried a’ 


deaf-mute at Geneva. 


In addition to my work in this Diocese, I have also served the 
Dioceses of Bethlehem, Harrisburg and Erie. I have helped the Missionary 
of Central New York a number of times, and held three Holy Communion 
services for the Mission at Pittsburg since the death of the Rey. A. 
W. Mann. 


The death of the Rev. A. W. Mann, Missionary to the deaf in the 


Mid-Western Dioceses, and for some time, Senior Presbyter in the Diocese 
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of Ohio, is a great loss to the Church, and especially to the Deaf-Mute 
Work. For nearly forty years he labored faithfully among these people. 
In spite of his physical infirmity which caused him constant suffering, 


*‘he went about doing good.”’ 


Another of our workers, the Rev. 8. 8. Searing of Boston, has passed 


to his reward. May God send forth more laborers into this work. 
Bespeaking for this work the continued support and sympathy of 
the Diocese, this report is respectfully submitted.

ANNUAL STATEMENT OF THE GENERAL CLERGY RELIEF FUND 
TO THE DIOCESE OF WESTERN NEW YORK. 


The Diocese of Western New York has received from the General 
Clergy Relief Fund for its beneficiaries during the past year $2,250.00. 
34 out of the 164 churches in the Diocese or District contributed through 
offerings to the General Clergy Relief Fund, $726.90. 15 beneficiaries in 
the Diocese of Western New York are receiving pension and relief from the 


General Clergy Relief Fund. 


The General Convention recommends that an offering be taken by 
every church in the United States once a year for the General Clergy Relief 


Fund. 


The General Canons of the Church provide for the administration of the 


Fund. (Canon 53.) 


The General Fund stands upon absolutely the same basis as the Board 


of Missions. 


Pension and relief as granted by the General Clergy Relief Fund is 
unforfeitable, and is more liberal and inclusive than any other plan of the 
Church. 


No limitation as to years in a diocese or district or seat in Convention 
or other qualification can forfeit the right to a pension or cause a clergy- 


man or his widow and orphans to be ineligible. 


The General Clergy Relief Fund makes an annual report of receipts 
and expenditures, or offerings and appropriations, and number of bene- 


ficiaries, to every Diocese and Missionary Jurisdiction in the Church. 
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In 66 out of the 98 Dioceses, these reports are made officially to the 


Conventions at the time of their meeting. 


The Triennial Report shows $502,723.35 eollected. 634 Beneficiaries 
relieved. 66 Dioceses merged. $119,000 in legacies received. $800,000 
in legacies promised. Need and duty of Pension and Relief brought into 
prominence in ten years, and $1,121,348.63 collected during that period. 
Pensions of $500 are being paid, BUT average relief only about $200, 
BECAUSE only Y of the clergy and 1-5 of the churches obey the General 
Convention and send annual offerings. The Fund for ‘‘ Automatic Pensions 
at 64’’ (inaugurated by the present Treasurer nine years ago) has to its 
eredit $70,000 in pledges and $30,000 in cash. The Trustees need for 
regular work outside of ‘‘ Automatic Pensions at 64’’ $30,000 per quarter. 
They ought to have more, so as to increase Pension and Relief to Clergy 


disabled by age or infirmity and to Widows and Orphans. 


The inereased cost of living has brought the Trustees a multitude of 
requests for increased pension and relief. To the extent of their ability 


the Trustees have acceded to these requests. 


If the churches would more unanimously support the Fund, instead of 
only a fifth of them doing so, much more could be accomplished. More is 
demanded of the Fund than of any other institution of the Church and yet 
there is no institution from which money is so constantly diverted by — 
similar or local institutions or auxiliaries from present and imperative needs 
on the part of the bishops, clergy and widows and orphans. With the 
beneficiaries and the Trustees it is a case of ‘‘Give us this day our daily 
bread.’’” 


Kindly note that the notice in the Journal requested by the Trustees 
should bear the new name and title, GENERAL CLERGY RELIEF FUND, rather 
than ‘‘The Trustees of the Fund for the Relief of Widows and Orphans of 
Deceased Clergymen and of Aged, Infirm and Disabled Clergymen of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church of the United States of America,’’ also that 
the Treasurer is the Rev. Alfred J. P. McClure, and that. the Central Office 
is the Church House, Philadelphia, |

I. On the first day of the Council there shall be brief devotions at 


1.30 P. M. Immediately after the Council shall be organized accord- 


ing to the Diocesan canons and proceed to business in the following

IV. Motions, Notices and Resolutions to be considered by the UCoun- 
cil may be presented after the President has appointed the Standing Com- 
mittees, and called for the matters to be respectively referred to them. 
But the Bishop’s Address shall take precedence of all other business at 


any time. 
V. The Evening Session on the first day shall open at 7:30 with 
Evening Prayer or the Litany; then shall follow the Bishop’s address, if

VIII. Every member who shall be present when a question is stated 
from the Chair, shall vote thereon, unless excused by the House, 


IX. No motion shall be put or debated until it is seconded, and when 
seconded, it shall be stated by. the President before debate; and every 
motion shall be reduced to writing, when required by the President, or by 
any member. 
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X. Jf a question in debate contains distinct propositions, one or 
more, they may be separated at the call of any member into so many 


several motions. 


bg Ue When a question is under debate, no motion shall be received, 
except (1) to Jay the motion on the table, (2) to postpone it indefinitely, 
(3) to postpone it to a certain time, (4) to commit it, or (5) to amend; 
and motions for these purposes shall have precedence in the order thus

XII. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, when no member 
is speaking, and shall be decided without debate; and if it be negatived, 
it shall not be renewed until other business has been treated in due order. 


XIII. A motion to lay on the table shall be decided without debate. 


XIV. A question, being put by the President, shall be determined by 
the sound of voices; but any member may require a count of the vote; or 
previous to a decision by count, any three members may require the yeas 
and nays to be taken, which shall be done by calling the names of the 
Clerical members, and the names of the Churches and Missions represented; 
and the vote shall be recorded in the Journal. Or the yeas and nays may 
be taken by order on the eall of any five members, and when so taken the 
vote shall be recorded in like manner. 


XV. No member except the mover may speak more than twice ou 
the same question without leave of the House. 


XVI. A question once decided, shall not be reconsidered during the 
same session without the consent of two thirds of the votes of the Council, 
nor without the motion for that purpose being made by one of the majority 
on said decision. No question shall be reconsidered more than once. 


XVII. Special Committees not otherwise provided for shall be ap- 
pointed by the Chair. 


XVIII. Except by the votes of two-thirds of the persons present 
entitled to vote, no standing rule or order shall be suspended, changed or 


rescinded. 
XIX. Before the final adjournment of any session of the Council, the 
minutes of the last day’s proceedings shall be read, corrected and
